War Size Crews Asked 
By Secretary Swanson 


Urging additional personnel for the 
Navy and Marine Corps, Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson informed President 
Roosevelt this week that he considered it 
“hiehly important” in view of “present 
dsturbed international conditions” to 
put full crews aboard all naval vessels in 
commission so they may be immediately 
available in an emergency. 

Secretary Swanson declared, in his an- 
nual report on the state of the Navy, that 
“efficiency, morale and spirit of the Navy 
have never been higher.” Ile said that the 
Fleet is prepared to “execute at short 
notice its most vital function” of keeping 
a war ata distance from our coasts and 
bringing it to a close by defeating the 
enemy's fleet. Stressing the importance 
of continuing an orderly building pro 
gram of additions and replacements in 
the Fleet, the Secretary urged that pro- 
vis’on be made for building new auxiliary 
ships and that a Merchant Marine be 
“created.” 

Extracts from the report follow : 

State of the Navy 

I am happy to report that the efficiency, 
morale, and spirit of the Navy have never 
been higher. The training of personnel and 
the development of material have proceeded 
with vigorous intensity. The fleet is prepared 
to execute at short notice its most vital fune 
tion and that is to keep a war at a distance 
from our coasts, and to bring the war to a 
close by defeating the enemy's Navy at sea. 
The fleet and the naval agencies which con 
tribute to its maintenance are deserving of 
the continued confidence which the country 
reposes in them. 

The importance of continuing an orderly 
program of additions to and replicements 
within our fleet from year to year without 
lapse is again stressed. The Navy Depart 
ment makes its yearly request for funds for 
naval construction based on such a continon

The status of our naval auxiliaries ts only 
slightly improved.

ties required for naval ure Additional 
replacements for auxiliaries will be required 
from year to year to meet the pencetime 
needs of the fleet tequests for sauthoriza 
tions and funds will be made on the basis of 
on orderly auxiliary replacement program 
The creation of a Merchant Marine of modern 
fast. efficiently 
of great importance to national security as 
an aux linry war reserve of vessels not needed 
for naval use in peacetime, but urgently and 
promptly required in time of war 

Additional Officers, Men Needed 

To man the ships in commission during the 
fiscal year 1988. the annual appropriation 
provided funds for a total enlisted strength 
insufficient to fill the various complements. 
Although the allowances prescribed proved 
adequate for the peacetime training and op 
eration of the individual ships, they are not 
sufficient to provide for a speedy and efficient 
mobilization. It is considered highly im 
portant, especially in view of the present 
disturbed international conditions, that ap 
propriations should provide for sufficient men 
to furn’sh 100 percent allowances for all 
vessels in commission in order that the Navy

General Malin Craig's recommendation 
that colonels with fine records who fail 
of selection for brigadier general because 
of age be promoted to that rank upon 
retirement met a favorable reception on 
Capitol TI this week. 

While members of the Senate and 
louse Military Affairs Committees who 
are in Washington declined to definitely 
commit themselves on the proposal until 
it was before them, they declared that 
when submitted it would receive imme 
diate and sympathetic attention, 

“We will give the matter the most 
enrnest consideration.” said Senator 
Morris Sheppard, D. of Tex. chairman of 
the Senate Committee, “I will submit it 
to the committee as soon us it is re 
ceived.” 

Representative J. Joseph Smith, D. of 
Coun. a ranking member of the House 
Military Committee, stated that the pro 
posal appeared to be a good one and that 
it would be taken up in the committee, 

“It sounds like a good idea.” he de 
elared, “IT want to examine it from all 
wugles before endorsing it, particularly 
us it will probably be referred to my 
subcommittee, but you can say that we 
will go into it carefully.” 

From Representative Dow Harter, D 
of Ohio, also a senior Democrat on the 
Llouse committee, came a promise to take 
wp the proposal, 

“It will receive the most careful and 
painstaking study,” he stated, “We will 
take it up, as it sounds like it has much 
merit.” 

Mennwhile at the War Department, of 
licers concerned with the preparation of 
legislation were engaged with drafting ¢ 
bill to carry out the Chief of Staff's rec 
omimendation, Under the proposal, when 
co'onels apply for or become due for re 
lirement, the Department would = give 
consideration as to their fitness for pro 
motion to brigadier general, If it is 
deemed that they deserve the promotion 
hecause of their excellent record, their 
names Would be recommended to the Pres 
ideut for submission to the Senate in the 
sme manner as regular appointments to 
general officer, except that the nomina 
tions would be for appointment on the re 
tired list.

Sadler Report Drafted; 
Would Limit Flight Pay 


The Navy-Marine Corps pay board con 
cluded its work this week, drafting a re- 
port recommending basic changes in the 
officer and enlisted pay scales, including a 
proposal to limit the flight pay of higher 
ranking aviators, 

While the text of report, to be sub 
mitted early next week to the Judge Ad- 
vocate General of the Navy, probably will 
not be made public until it Is turned over 
to the House Naval Affairs Committee in 
January, it is possible to give the follow- 
ing general outline of the recommenda- 
tions of the seven man board: 

1. The officer pay scale is revised to 
base compensation on rank rather than 
longevity, although increases within 
grade are provided to benefit officers 
remaining an abnormal period in one 
rank, 

2. The distinction between officers 
with dependents and those without de- 
pendents is abolished. 

3. Rental and subsistence allowances 
are continued, except as noted in 2 
above, 

1. Very moderate increases are pro- 
vided for practically all ranks, with 
ensigns, captains and rear admirals 
among officers, benefitting the most, 

5. The flight pay of commanders, 
captains and rear admirals is curtailed 
with the additional compensation paid 
to a Heutenant commander being the 
miuximum paid to aviators in these 
grades, 

The board, headed by Rear Adm. Frank 
Il. Sadler, USN, gave serious considera- 
tion to a plan under which flight pay as 
such would be abolished and heavy Gov- 
ernment insurance substituted, the latter 
lapsing when relieved from flight duty. 
The group, it is said, was prepared to 
recommend such a change, but warnings 
from aviators that a strong fight would 
he made against it, possibly endangering 
the entire report, bronght about its 
abandonment, 

Pay On Rank 

As expected, the plan presented by the 
Sadler Board is based in principle on pay 
according to rank. An increase is pro 
vided after five years in grade, it Is said, 
and another after ten years in grade, but 
in no case will a junior make as much as 
his senior in the rank above, The in- 
crenses Within grade are provided mainly 
for the benefit of Line oflicers retained on 
the active list In a fitted capacity and 
Stalf Corps officers passed over for pro- 
motion, They also would act as cushion 
in the case of radically slow promotion, 
which is possible under the new law 
where enforced retirement is dependent 
upon being passed over twice rather than 
service in grade. 

Rental and subsistence allowances 
would be continued under the terms of 
the report with bachelor and married offi- 
cers receiving equal allowances, One of 
the differences between the Army and 
Navy representatives on the Inter-depart- 
mental Vay Board has been the Navy's 
stand that allowances should be merged 
with pay and the Army’s desire to keep 
them separated, Only at the last moment 
did the Sadler Board vote to keep the two

“A fitting observance of Armistice day was the message to the American people 
by General Pershing, who led the American armies to victory in France during the 
World War,” writes the Scranton, Pa., T'ribune. 

“The gray hero of distinguished service did not hesitate to declare that the 
situation in the world today is as critical as at any time in history. He has urged 
for an adequate, thoroughly trained and equipped Army as the only thing that will 
insure peace. 

“That the advice of this commander, who has met some of the most difficult prob- 
lems in the war game, is sound to the core cannot be denied. That President Roosevelt 
will not be deaf to the message of the great commander is obvious. He should be 
supported by Congress in any undertaking to increase American defensive prepara- 
tions to the limit of invincibility.” 


The Sioux City, lowa, Journal, says, “In urging what may be described as an 
invincible Army, General Pershing spoke as a retired soldier who has kept in constant 
touch with world developments in the last 20 years, the period that followed the great 
war in which he participated as commander of the American Expeditionary Force 
in Europe. He was discussing military needs. Naturally, he knows that an invincible 
Navy is as much of a requirement for preparedness as an invincible Army. 

“The three arms of protection on which the nation must rely in time of danger, 
the Army, the Navy and the air forces, constitute our defense plan. By all means the 
three ought to be made invincible as quickly as it is physically possible to do so. 
Regardless of the cost, that is imperative, for General Pershing is right in saying 
the world situation is as menacing as at any time in history.” 


The Pontiac, Mich., Press, says, “Every patriotic citizen in the United States is

“Like all students of the difficult military matters to be settled, he realizes the 
enormous responsibility which rests on the United States to protect the Western 
Ilemisphere, As to this, ‘we cannot escape our obligation.’ ”

means, for a suggestion as to what course our own nation should follow. The man 
we choose is General John J. Pershing who led the American Army to victory in 
the World War.

cause of a belief that they should be sepa- 
rated but because of the conviction that 
Congress would not agree to the increase 
which would come about in retired pay. 
Any attempt to amend the provisions re- 
garding retired pay would seriously com- 
plicate rather than simplify the law—one 
of the primary points of the study—and 
would involve opening up the question of 
the adequacy of the pay allowed to offi- 
cers retired for failure of selection. 


Increases Recommended 

The rates of pay recommended in the 
report were not revealed, but it is said 
that the officer increases were principally 
in the lowest grade—ensign and second 
lientenant—and the highest grades—cap- 
tain (colonel) and above, In connection 
with the latter proposal, it is pointed out 
that there is little difference at present in 
the pay of senior commanders and rear 
admirals of the lower half. An officer who 
while a commander reaches the maxi- 
mum of $7,200 allowed officers below flag 
rank, receives no increase upon selection 
and promotion to captain for while his 
base pay may be raised, the statutory 
limit holds the total pay and allowances 
to $7,200. If selected and promoted to 
rear admiral, the officer would be entitled 
to receive his full allowances, which 
would give him $7,500 a year, but not 
until he gains the upper half of the rear 
admiral grade will he receive a substan- 
tial boost in compensation—to $9,700. 

As it is clear that there is a great dif- 
ference in the responsibilities of a com- 
mander, captain, and rear admiral, it is 
contended that there should be a marked 
difference in the pay of the three grades. 
It is understood that the report recom- 
mends that the limitation on the pay and 
allowances of a captain be removed, per- 
mitting him to receive about $7,800 and 
that the allowances of a rear admiral, 
lower half, be increased to about $2,200, 
giving such officers about $8,600 a year. 
The present rental allowance for junior 
rear admirals is $1,062 as compared with 
$1,440 for captains and commanders, 


Bill To Be Drafted 

In accordance with precept appointing 
the Sadler Board, the report will be sub- 
mitted to the Judge Advocate General. 
Prior to being forwarded to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, it is believed that the 
Judge Advocate General’s Office will 
draft a bill based on the Board’s recom- 
mendations, These then will be put be- 
fore the Secretary for approval or dis- 
approval.

Refore an officer increase, however, the 
Army believes that provision should be 
made for the career enlisted man, pro 
viding higher pay and more rapid promo 
tion for skilled leaders and technicians. 


Secretary Urges Increases 
A recommendation for higher pay for 
the Navy and Marine Corps was made in 
the annual reports of Secretary of the 


Navy Swanson and the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, Rear Adm, J. 0. 
Richardson, USN, both of which were 


made public this week. The two officials 
made identical statements on the subject, 
as follows: 


“In view of the continuance of the un- 
satisfactory conditions, my report of last 
year is emphatically repeated: 

“The pay of officers of the Navy is on the 
average but approximately 10 per cent over 
their pay under the act of 1908, and that of en- 
listed men approximately 35 per cent, The cost 
of living has increased 80 per cent meantime 
and at this writing is visibly rising. The pay 
of Federal and State officials has largely in- 
creased and standards of civilian pay and 
wages have advanced. The services rendered 
by the personnel of the Navy are presumably 
as valuable to the nation now as in 1908. 
The recognition afforded these services under 
the monetary standards and equivalents of 
that date should be similarly accorded today. 
At present inadequate pay is occasioning dis- 
comfort and hardship to naval personnel of 
all ranks, but particularly to the younger offi- 
cers and enlisted men. To the credit of the 
service the morale and efficiency of its per-

sonnel remain high despite this inadequacy 
of pay, but fairness and equity warrant a 
proper adjustment of pay schedules.’ 


“The Chairman of the Tlouse Commit 


tee on Naval Affairs has requested the | 


Navy Department to prepare and present 
a pay bill for the Navy and Marine Corps 
to the Committee at the forthcoming ses- 
sion of the Congress. The Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
has requested a study by the interested 
Departments of the pay of enlisted men 
of the military services. It is earnestly 
hoped that these requests will lead to the 
enactment of legislation establishing 
proper and equitable rates of pay for 
officers and men of the Navy.” 

The Secretary of the Navy also made 
the following statement as to the Marine 
Corps: 

“The pay of officers of the Marine 
Corps is the same as the pay of oflicers of 
corresponding ranks in the Navy. The 
pay of enlisted men is the same as the 
pay of enlisted men of corresponding 
ranks in the Army. Comments submitted 
in this report relative to the pay of per 
sonnel of the Navy are applicable to the 
personnel of the Marine Corps.”

again go mad even as it went mad twenty 
four years ago—and today we as men and 
women of a great peace loving nation should 
determine that America shall never again en 
gage in war if we, in honor, can prevent it. 

“May I say to the three hundred and more 
Army recruits on board that we have dressed 
you in the military uniforms of our country 
not because we want you to engage in war, 
but rather because we want you to help pre 
serve the peace. You know and I know that 
the greatest armament race in the history of 
mankind is now on, and that if this nation 
is to live in peace we must have a sufliciently 
strong national defense to insure us against 
the invasion of any foreign foe. This nation 
is very definitely committed to the policy of 
strict neutrality and of non-interference in 
the affairs of other nations; but it is just as 
surely committed to the policy of retaining 
it’s honor, and of saying to the people of 
other lands that they must let us alone. I 
am proud of the fact that as a member of 
the military affairs committee of our National 
louse of Representatives I have had a small 
purt in shaping plans for the proper defense 
of our shores, our homes, and our loved ones. 

“The best way for us to really honor those

with splendid records who have not been 
promoted to brigadier general solely be- 
cause they would not have sufficient time 
to serve in the higher rank under the 
policy adopted three years ago. With the 
War Department behind the proposal! it is 
believed that its chances are excellent. 
No cost is involved as officers promoted 
would receive no additional retired pay. 

One suggestion which has been ad- 
vanced and may be put forward when the 
meusure is sent to Congress, is that col- 
onels now on the retired list be made 
eligible for consideration for promotion 
under the plan. So far this is not involved 
in the proposed bill now being drafted at 
the War Department. It is pointed out 
that a number of brilliant officers who 
were not promoted because of the age 
policy have already passed to the retired 
list and that they are as deserving as 
those still on the active roster. 
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Procurement Planning Meeting 

Representatives of all the procure- 
ment districts of all the supply services 
of the Army will gather in Washington 
next week for the War Department’s first 
General Procurement Planning Confer- 
ence. With officers coming by airplane 
as well as by train, representatives of 
each of the 49 procurement districts 


throughout the United States will be 
present. The Navy and Marine Corps 


also will be represented. 

The meeting will be held Dec. 1 and 2. 
On the first day there will be a general 
meeting in the auditorium of the Public 
Health Service which will be addressed 
by Assistant Secretary of War Louis 
Johnson who will review the current sit- 
uation and some of the problems now fac- 
ing procurement planning. In addition 
to the representatives of the procurement 
districts this first meeting probably will 
be attended by chiefs of the services and 
other representatives of their offices. It 
is estimated there will be about 180 pfli- 
cers in attendance, 

It has been the custom of each of the 
services to have representatives of their 
procurement oflices in Washington every 
other year, and in some instances, every 
year, but this is the first time arrange- 
ments have been made for all of them to 
be here at the same time in a joint confer- 
ence, 

This General Conference will afford an 
opportunity to appraise the progress of 
procurement planning and to check the 
status of the plans for industrial mobili- 
zation. It is planned that individual views 
should be expressed freely in order that 
there may be a common understanding 
and clarification of problems pertaining 
to two or more services. 

In order to facilitate the progress of 
the conference and to carry through the 
agenda on schedule, it Was requested that 
careful study in advance of the meeting 
le given to the topics by all concerned. 
Questions and answers pertaining to the 
scheduled topics, or to others which in- 
dividuals may desire to discuss and for 
which time may be available, are being 
prepared in advance, This policy is not 
intended, however, to restrict in any way 
free and open discussion, which is to be 
encouraged in order to make the confer- 
ence of maximum benefit to all concerned. 

Following the address by Assistant 
Secretary Jolmsonu there will be a number 
of sessions, covering December 1 and 2 
in the conference room of the Army In- 
dustrial College. 

Col. I. K. Rutherford, director of the 
planning branch of the Assistant Secre- 
tury’s office will explain the purpose of 
the conference and outline its program 
und objectives. Capt. lf’. A. Daubin, USN, 
chief of the War Procurement Planning 
section, Fleet Maintenance Division, 
Will speak on the position of the Navy in 
procurement planning. 

The 11 a. m. conference Dec, 1 will be 
aldressed by Lt. Col. Charles Iines, see- 
retary of the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board, who will speak on the policies and 
transactions of the board and then its 
M-Day responsibilities and activities. 
After lunch Maj. C. C. Fenn, of the legal 
division of the assistant secretary’s of- 
fice, Will speak on contract forms and con 
tract procedure for M-day, the forms to be 
used, authority, responsibility. A discus 
sion will follow in which questions relat- 
Ing to legal matters incident to the initial 
phases of procurement in an emergency 
Will be taken up as well as those relating 
fo needs in the line of contract forms, 
clarification, and instruction in order to 
avoid confusion and delay in placing con 
tracts on M-Day. 

Lt. Col. W. C. Young, of the standards 
division of the assistant secretary's of- 
lice, will spenk at the 2 p. m. session at 
Which the status of drawings and speci- 
fications will be considered as well as the 
feasibility of two sets of standards and 
Specifications, one for peace and one for 
War, will be taken up. Lt. Col. BE. Ek. Me- 
Morland, of the procurement plans divi- 
Sion of the Assistant Secretary's oflice, 
Will take up the requirements under the 
Protective Mobilization Plan, and what 
changes, if any, will be necessary. 

The Dec. 2 session will be opened with 
remarks by Colonel Rutherford on poli-

cies, promotion, training, and procure- 
ment of required personnel, including re- 
serve officers. Col. R. M. Jones, of the 
contributory division of the Assistant 
Secretary’s office, will follow with a dis- 
cussion of the status of plans to safeguard 
skilled labor. Lt. Col. H. D. Rogers, of 
the commodities division of the Assistant 
Secretary's oflice, will take up the subject 
of raw materials, their substitutes, and 
the control of raw and other contributory 
materials for facilities whose production 
schedules involve a serious initial time 
lug. 

In the afternoon Maj. S. B. Ritchie, of 
the allocations division of the Assistant 
Secretary’s oflice, will discuss plant al- 
locations, loads, reserved facilities, dis- 
trict lists, apportionments not requiring 
allocations, advisability of reducing items 
apportioned the field for a location, divi 
sion with the Navy Department, effect of 
Navy requirements, and directories and 
the frequency of their revision.

Cannot and should not districts and Sup 
ply Arms and Services coordinate with 
each other more fully before submitting 
papers to the Office of The Assistant Sec 
retary of War for consideration ; is there 
sufficiently close coordination between 
current procurement and procurement 
planning, if not, what should be done to 
remedy this defect? Is procurement 
planning personnel properly employed ; 
practicability and desirability of hous 
ing in peace and war, the district offices 
in one city in same building; what addi 
tional personnel, if any, is required to sur 
vey industry thoroughly and to contact 
or cover the allocated facilities thorough 
ly at least once every three years ; status 
of Descriptions of Manufacture and rac 
tory Plans; purchase of Planning Data; 
standardization and simplification of all 
procurement planning forms used by the 
Supply Arms and Services; is it practice 
able to have one form of report of survey 
to be used by all the Supply Arms and 
Services; use of district executives as 
allocation committees to study and ree- 
ommend on specific problems pertaining 
to their districts ; practicability of having 
one service only, or a committee, survey 
large facilities in order to reduce the 
burden on industry; are contributory 
sources for allocated facilities studied 
sufficiently to insure that the scheduled 
production will not be jeopardized.

“Plucking” of Rear Admirals 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, rank; 
ing minority member of the House Naval 
Committee, declared this week that the 
recent decision of the Navy Department 
under which there will be no “plucking” 
of flag officers for a number of years at 
least, constitutes “trickery” and a “viola- 
tion of the intent of Congress.” 

Under the terms of a section of the 
Naval personnel act passed last June a 
board is to be convened to select rear ad- 
mirals for retirement in any year that 
normal attrition does not bring about at 
least eight vacancies in flag rank. Sev- 
eral weeks ago, the Navy Department 
handed down an interpretation of this 
section as a result of which there will be 
no “plucking” board for a number of 
years if ever. 

“It was the intention of the commit- 
tees and Congress,” Congressman Maas 
stated, “that there should be at least a 
mild turnover among admirals. The testi- 
mony of naval officials before the com- 
mittees in both the House and Senate 
was that by using eight vacancies in the 
proviso, there would be forced attrition, 
This decision in the face of their testi- 
mony is nothing less than trickery and in 
violation of the intent of Congress, I 
shall demand that the House committee 
investigate the matter and if necessary I 
will sponsor a provision to make the sec 
tion effective and perhaps more drastic.’ 

The Minnesota Congressman said that 
he would reintroduce his bill to reorgan 
ize the Navy Department in January and 
will press for hearings before the Llouse 
Naval Committee, Ile stated that he con 
siders that the prospective expansion of 
the Navy makes the need for a reorgan 
ization more pressing than ever, 

“TL consider the breakdown of the con- 
struction program one reason for reor 
gonizing the Department,” he contended, 
“There is a woeful lack of coordination 
and frequently lack of cooperation be 
tween the bureaus and agencies. There is 
nu drastic need for stream-lining the De- 
partment.” 

Colonel Maas criticized the explana 
tion advanced in the Navy Department 
for delaying action on a Staff Corps per 
sonnel bill, Pointing to arguments of 
Naval oflicials last year in favor of de 
laying action as to the Staff in that the 
Staff personnel problems were different 
from those of the Line. Ile termed “in 
consistent” the present contention that 
Staff legislation be further delayed until 
the effect of the Line bill is fully deter 
mined, 

Joint hearings on the Service pay ques- 
tion were urged by Colonel Maas, with 
subcommittees of the Ilouse Military and 
Naval Committees acting on the matter, 

“The House Naval Committee clearly 
expressed its desire last session to go 
into the matter of the revision of pay 
schedules of commissioned and enlisted 
personnel and expects a report from the 
Navy Department in the matter when 
Cougress convenes in January,” he stated, 
“I feel that the matter of the revision of 
pay scales is long overdue in view of the 
vient increase in the cost of living since 
pay Was last revised. We are not paying 
Service personnel what we agreed to or 
intended to at that time.” 

Congressman Maas commended the con 
fomplated expansion of the armed forces 
which the President expects to propose to 
Congress, Ile deplored, however, the fact 
that aviation is still treated as auxiliary 
to the Army and Navy, whereas in other 
countries it is viewed as an equal arm or 
us the dominant arm of defense, He 
sugevested that aviation problems be con 
sidered by a joint-Ilouse Military Af- 
fuirs-llouse Naval Affairs-subcommittee.

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New Infantry Division 

It. Sam Houston, Tex.—The Eighth 
Corps Area is beginning to clear the stage 
for a test of the New Infantry Division. 
All unit commanders are speculating on 
what modifications their units will have 
to undergo in order to become a part. 

Since 1855 the Kighth Corps Area has 
been the testing ground for units of the 
Army. Seventy-one years ago. the 
Army's first two cavalry regiments were 
formed in the east as an offspring of the 
old Second Dragoons, and were sent to 
San Antonio for service in the field. In 
the following three and a half decades 
the Kighth Corps Arena has been the scene 
of constant military activities of this na- 
ture. The mildness of the climate, di- 
versity and availability of terrain, and 
the location of one of the three regular 
army infantry divisions in the area, all 
are factors in making for the selection of 
this corps area as the training ground for 
the New Infantry Division. 

Well Prepared 

For the past four years the Bighth 
Corps Area has gone through a series of 
exercises and maneuvers that have given 
the personnel excellent training for this 
test. The Third Army CPX held at Ft. 
Sam llouston in 1936 provided excellent 
training for the officers in this area in 
command and staff work, The tests of the 
Proposed Infantry Division in 1937, and 
of the Proposed Cavalry Division in 1038, 
familiarized officers and men with units 


of this nature, The Third Army Ma- 
neuvers, just completed this summer, 
gave excellent training in supply and 


troop movements under battle conditions, 
The lessons learned in these exercises 
und maneuvers should be of inestimable 
value in the new tests. 

The tables of organization for the New 
Infantry Division call for a war strength 
of 11,379 officers and men, The new or- 
ganization consists of a division head 
quarters, three infantry regiments, two

Airways Communications 

On Noy. 15, the United States Army Air 
Corps, after nearly 4 years of intensive 
study of the problems established the 
Army Airways Communication System to 
provide accurate and essential weather 
and navigation aids for the Army Air 
Corps. 

The system is divided into three re- 
gions, with a communications squadron 
operating in each region to coordinate 
and disseminate weather reports and 
navigation aids, together with reports of 
arrivals and departures of Army aircraft 
from the various fields. The War Depart- 
ment said this week that “The Army Alir- 
ways Communications System is estab- 
lished for the operation of all fixed Air 
Corps radio facilities Installed for the 
purpose of facilitating air traffie between 
Army flying flelds in the Continental 
United States, This system will be op- 
erated under the direction and control of 
the Chief of the Air Corps.” 

The three communication squadrons 
which have been organized will give a 
coast to coast coverage of weather con 
ditions and other essential Air Corps 
communications, and will also extend to 
France and Albrook Fields in the Canal 
Zone and to Hickam Field in Hawaii. 

Required to operate the new Air Corps 
Communication System will be seven of- 
ficers and 201 enlisted men, The Air 
Corps, following the increase In grades 
and ratings of the Army last September, 
held these enlisted vacancies in reserve 
pending the establishment of the System, 
and the allotments of enlisted personnel 
to the new set-up will be made public next 
week, 

The center of control of the three squad- 
rons will be in the Office of the Chief of 
the Army Air Corps in Washington, with 
Maj. Wallace G. Smith, AC, USA, as the 
controlling officer, 

The Regional Control and Communica- 
tion Squadron Headquarters for the three 
regions are as follows: Ist Squadron, 
March Field, Calif., 2nd Squadron, Lang 
ley Field, Va., 3rd Squadron, Barksdale 
Field, La,

field artillery regiments, an engineer bat- 
tulion, medical battalion, quartermaster 
battalion, division headquarters com- 
pany, military police company, signal 
company and uttached medical. The di- 
vision is commanded by a major general, 
There is an infantry commander and a 
field artillery commander, each a briga- 
dier general, The general staff is com- 
posed of the chief of staff and assistant 
chiefs of staff, G-2, G-3, and G-4. The 
Administrative and Special Staff consists 
of an adjutant general, inspector general, 
judge advocate general, chaplain, and 
ordnance, finance, chemical warfare ser- 
vice, engineer, signal, medical and quar- 
termaster officers. The latter four are 
commanders as well as staff officers. 

The New Infantry Division differs from 
the Proposed Infantry Division of 1937 in 
n number of ways. It has 2,101 fewer 
officers and men, and 485 less trucks, The 
cavalry reconnaissance squadron and the 
brigndier general in command of the ser- 
vice trains have been eliminated, The 
quartermaster organization has been re- 
duced in size and modified to comply with 
the reduction in trucks. There is only one 
truck company in the new division com- 
pired to five in the Proposed Infantry 
Division. Signal corps personnel no 
longer are responsible for communication 
within the infantry and field artillery, 
these arms operating their own signal 
communications, The field artillery has 
heen increased to two regiments—one of 
Timm guus and the other of 105mm and 
fmm howitzers. The Slmm mortar has 
been returned to the infantry, 

The Infantry Regiment is organized 
info a headquarters and band, headquar- 
ters company, service company and three 
battalions, The battalion has a battalion 
headquarters and headquarters detach- 
ment, three rifle companies and a heavy 
weapons company. The rifle company 
consists of a headquarters platoon, in 
which there are three GOmm mortars and 
four light machine guns, and three rifle 
platoons. Each rifle plitoon has a head- 
quarters and three squads of twelve men 
each, The heavy weapons company con- 
sists of company headquarters, two .30 
ealiber machine gun platoons, one .50 cali- 
ber machine gun platoon and an 81mm 
mortar platoon, Each .30 caliber machine 
gun platoon has four guns while the .50 
caliber platoon and the 8ilmm mortar 
platoon have two guns and two mortars 





respectively. The headquarters company 
has a company headquarters, an intelli- 
gence platoon, a» communications platoon 
and an anti-tank platoon of six 37 mm 
guns. 

The Field Artillery of the New Infantry 
Division has been increased over that of 
the Proposed Infantry Division. It con- 
sists of two regiments—one of 75mm guns 
and the other of 155mm and 105mm 
howitzers—both truck drawn, The 75mm 
gun regiment has three battalions of three 
firing batteries of four guns each, a total 
of thirty-six 75mm guns, The 155mm and 
105mm howitzer regiment has one 155mm 
howitzer battalion and one 105mm _ how- 
itver battalion. Each battalion has two 
firing batteries of four howitzers each, 
making a total for the regiment of eight 
155mm and eight 105mm howitzers. 

Already a survey is being made of the 
nuimals belonging to the Second Division 
with a view to disposing of them as new 
motor equipment becomes available. The 
15th Field Artillery at I*t. Sam Houston, 
Tex., and the 2nd Engineers at Ft. Logan, 
Colo., ure already motorized. Service 
Companies of the Ist, 9th, 20th and 23rd 
Infantry, and the 12th Field Artillery 
are partially motorized, The 2nd Am- 
munition Train at Ft, Sill, Okla., will be 
placed on an inactive status on Dee, 1 and 
twenty-two 14%4-ton trucks will be trans- 
ferred to the 12th Vield Artillery. The 
remainder of the transportation equip- 
ment will be transferred to the Ist Field 
Artillery at It. Sill. 

At the present time the four infantry 
regiments of the Second Division are di- 
vided, the 9th and 23rd being at Ft. Sam 
Houston and the Ist and 20th at It. Fran- 
cis Kk. Warren, Wyo. When the new in- 
funtry division is tested for one month 
in the field next summer one of the in- 
fantry regiments at Ft. Francis Ek. War- 
ren will be brought temporarily to Ft. 
Sam Houston to complete the division or 
ganization, 

The infantry regiments of the Second 
Division are being equipped with the new 
M1 semi-automatic rifle. To date, over 
2,000 of these rapid firing rifles have been 
distributed. The complete equipment of 
the Second Division with this rifle is the 
first priority in present schedules of 
delivery. 

In line with the organization of the 
New Infantry Division will be the tests 
of the new slate-blue woolen uniforms. 
Two cavalry troops at Ft. Bliss, Tex., and 
two infantry companies at Ft. Francis FE. 
Warren, Wyo., will be “redressed” about

Hawaiian Dept. Regulations 


The following changes in Regulations | 


for the Hawaiian Department have been 
directed by Maj. Gen. Charles D. Herron, 
commanding general: 

Pending the revision of HDR 10-5, Nov. 1, 
1936, paragraph 1b, thereof, is changed, and 
paragraph 1c added, as follows: 

1. General.—a. 

b. Military personnel will refrain from 
criticism of the officials of the local govern- 
ment and from becoming involved in any 
manner in local affairs. Expression of opinion 
by officers or enlisted men to the press, either 
orally or in writing, will be limited to mat- 
ters which will not involve the military au- 
thorities in controversy. Members of the 
military service will not originate any article 
or letter critical of the activities of the civil 
authorities or of local customs, nor will they, 
as individuals, reply to articles or letters con- 
taining criticism of the Army or any of its 
activities. Such replies will be made only by 
officers in charge of Public Relations for their 
respective units or stations. (See also para- 
graph 5, AR 600-700, April 18, 1935, and 62d 
Article of War.) 

ec, Commanding officers will bring these in- 
structions periodically to the attention of 
their respective commands by appropriate 
methods. 

1. Paragraphs 1, 2 and 3, Circular No, 70, 
this headquarters, 1987, are rescinded, 

2. a. In order to assure the minimum change 
practicable in the command of companies and 
batteries, and in assignments to important 
staff or special duty in this Department, the 
requirements stated In b, ¢ and d, below as to 
assignments of commissioned personnel will 
be observed. 

hb. Assignments will be made from officers 
with the best prospect for length of duty 
thereon; and, where possible, immediately 
upon arrival in or upon the extension of the 
officers’ tour of duty in the Department. 

ec. It is particularly desirable that captains 
he allowed to remain with one command for 
at least twelve months and preferably eight- 
een months. After eighteen months’ com- 
mand, they should be succeeded by other cap- 
tains with equal prospect of continued com- 
mand as soon as such captains become avail- 
able. Separations from duties specified in 2 
a, proposed to be effected prior to the expira- 
tion of twelve months will be serutinized to 
determine necessity by the Commanding Gen- 
erals, Schofield Barracks and Hawalian Sepa- 
rate Coast Artillery Brigade, as may be con 
cerned, 

d. Staff and special duty will be to the 
greatest possible extent the provinee of field 
officers, of captains for whom there are no 
immediate prospects of long command, and 
of first lieutenants. (AG 353) 





Prior Enlisted Service 


Pending the printing of changes in AR 
345-125, Feb. 1, 1932, paragraph 8 of those 
reculations is changed as follows: 

8. Prior service—The entries of all prior 
service will be based on the discharge certifi- 
cates, which should be in the enlisted man’s 
possession, and will include a brief state- 
ment. 

As to the total period, if any, retained in 
the service after normal date of expiration 
of term of enlistment, with reason therefor, 
e.g., Co. A, 12th Infantry from June 3, 1923, 
to June 10, 1926; retained in service eight 
days under AW 107 (or for convenience of the 
Government); or 

As to the total time lost under AW 107 when 
discharge is prior to normal date of expira- 
tion of term of enlistment, e.g., eight days 
lost under AW 107; or . 

If no time has been lost under AW 107, 





e.g., no time lost under AW 107. 
When the discharge certificate * * * author- 
ity under AR 35-2360. 





Damage to Property 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
35-6640, Mareh 17, 1988, and AR 145-20, 
July 1, 1938, the following changes in 
those regulations are published : 

1. AR 35-6640.—Paragraph 2 is changed as 
follows: 

2. Loss or damage chargeable to officers, 
enlisted men, or other agencies or individuals, 

a. General. 

(1) If any article of public property is lost 
or damaged through the fault or neglect of 
any oflicer or enlisted man, he will be re 
quired to pay the value thereof as shown in 
current price lists if indicated therein, other 
wise at invoice price, or the cost of repairs, 
provided that when in the judgment of the 
commanding officer credit should be allowed 
for depreciation in the value of the property 
at the time of loss or damage, the allowable 
credit will be determined by a report of sur 
vey. (See AW 83 and 84.) For guidance in 
ascertaining the allowable credit, see para 
graph 3, AR 35-7220. 

(2) The principle of allowable credit on 
uccount of depreciated value authorized in (1) 
above is also applicable in proper cases to 
loss or damage of public property through 
the fault or neglect of organizations, institu 
tions, and other agencies or individuals. 

(A.G. 140.2 (7-20-38).) 

2. AR 145-20.-—-Paragraph le is changed as 
follows: 

e, All other losses or damages of Govern 
ment property for which the institution is 
accountable will be replaced by the institu 


tion or reimbursement will be made to the 
United States in the value of the property 
lost or damaged as shown in current price 


lists if indicated therein, otherwise at invoice 
prices, or the cost of repairs including charges 
for packing, handling, and transportation 
when necessary, and the account may be 
cleared by forwarding through corps area 
headquarters to the Chief of Finance, Wash 
ington, D. C., a check for the value of the 
property shortage or damange determined as 
above indicated, with an itemized list in 
duplicate of the articles grouped by classes 
for which payment is made, The duplicate 
copy of the list will be retained at corps area 
headquarters and placed in the property audi 
tor’s file. If the institution is unwilling to 
acknowledge pecuniary liability to the extent 
hereinbefore described, the allowable credit 
on account of depreciation, if any, in the 
value of the property at the time of the loss 
or damage will be determined by a report 
of survey. For guidance in ascertaining the 
allowable credit, see paragraph 3, AR 35-7220.

Enlarge Naval Academy Chapel 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks, Navy 
Department, will open bids on December 
21, 1938, for enlarging the Chapel at the 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md. The 
present Chapel was constructed in 1908 
and is not of sufficient size to accommo- 
date the present complement of midship- 
men. 

The addition consists of an extension 
126 feet long and 54 feet 6 inches wide on 
the northeast side of the present Chapel. 
The extension will provide additional 
pews on the main floor and have a gallery 
on each side and in the rear which will 
provide seats for the regiment of mid- 
shipmen. 

A small chapel will be provided in the 
basement of the extension which will be 
available for the smaller services, wed- 
dings, etc. The basement will also have an 
office and study for the chaplain and a 
room for the choir and music storage. 

The extension will be constructed with 








brick walls on concrete foundations, with 
granite base, cornice and trim. The roof 
framing will be of steel supported on steel 
columns and the roof covering will be 
copper, all of the above to match the de- 
sign and architecture of the existing 
chapel. 

The main chapel extension will have an 
arched ceiling treated with ornamental 
plaster panels. Acoustical material will 
be in the form of plaster and tile. 

The construction of the extension will 
be carried on without interfering with the 
use of the present chapel. 


Shake-Down of USS Phoenix 

The Navy Department has announced 
that the USS Phoenix, light cruiser, Capt. 
John W. Rankin, USN, commanding, will 
sail from Philadelphia on Nov. 28 on her 
shakedown cruise. She will visit Nor- 
folk, Port of Spain, Santos, Buenos Aires, 
Montevideo, and San Juan, and will re- 
turn to the Philadelphia Navy Yard Jan. 
31, 1938.

The Phoenix, built by the New York 
Shipbuilding Corporation, Camden, N. J. 
was authorized by Acts of Congress Feb. 
13, 1929, and Mar, 27, 1934. She was 


named for the City of Phoenix, Ariz, Her 


keel was laid on April 15, 1935. 

Iler dimensions are: Standard displace- 
ment, 10,000 tons; Length at waterline, 
600 feet; and Extreme beam, 61 feet 7% 
inches. 

She is the third vessel of the United 
States Navy to bear the name of Phoenix. 
The first Phoenix was a schooner of 90 
tons and 2 guns built under the supervi- 
sion of the War Department at Baltimore 
in 1841 and transferred the same year to 
the Navy Department for use on the Coast 
of Florida in cooperation with the War 
Department. From 1846 to 1853 in com- 
mission on coast survey. This vessel was 
later sold. (Date when sold unknown). 

The second vessel named Phoenix was 
a ship of 404 tons purchased at New Lon- 
don, Connecticut, Nov. 9, 1861, and sunk 
for the obstruction of one of the southern 
harbors, 

Captain Rankin was born at Charlotte, 
N. C., Oct. 28, 1886, and was appointed to 
the Naval Academy from Connecticut in 
1904. He was in command of the USS C-5, 
submarine, during 1913, and in 1914 was 
transferred to command the USS Talla- 
hassee, Monitor. 

During the World War he served suc- 
cessively as navigator of the USS Kear- 
surge and as gunnery officer of the USS 
New Jersey. He was Commander, Sub- 
marine Division 9, from 1924 until 1926, 
and after completing the course at the 
Naval War College, served on its staff for 
two years. He was executive oflicer of the 
USS Raleigh from September 1929 until 
June 1931, when he returned to duty on 
the Naval War College staff. In 1934, he 
was appointed aide on the Staff of the 
Commander-in-Chief, United States Fleet, 
and was in command of USS Holland 
during 1935. The following year he be- 
came Chief of Staff of the Commandant, 
16th Naval District, Cavite, P. I. He re- 
ported for duty in connection with the 
fitting out of Phoenix in July 1938.

Bureau of Engineering 


Declaring that delays in shipbuilding 
are now being eliminated, Rear Adm, H. 
G. Bowen, Engineer-in-Chief of the 
Navy, in his annual report made public 
this week, revealed the establishment of 
a Tri-Bureau Progress Committee at the 
Navy Department to coordinate con- 
struction activities. 

“The material follow-up system main- 
tained by the Progress Section has, with 
the completion of older programs, begun 
to function fully,” he declared. “Pro- 
spective material delays are in almost 
every cause being anticipated and elimi- 
nated... 

“Revision of the Erection and Procure- 
ment Schedule is also being undertaken. 
Certain changes have been found neces- 
sary from experience and as a consider- 
able fund of new data is now available, 
the schedule will be revised to incorporate 
the latest data. Experience with the 
original schedule has demonstrated its 
value in coordinating the engineering de- 
sign, procurement, and construction func- 
tions on vessels of various classes build- 
ing at various navy yards. 

“General progress development has 
continued and a ‘Tri-Bureau Progress 
Committee has been created at the Bu- 
reau of Engineering’s suggestion, the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair, the 
Bureau of Ordnance and the Bureau of 
Engineering participating. The Commit- 
tee now meets monthly to prepare a con- 
fidential report to the Assistant Secre- 
tury and the status of vessels building or 
completed but which have not as yet 
joined the Fleet.” 

Additional officer personnel assigned to 
engineering duty only is required if “the 
Navy’s future with respect to engineey- 
ing is to be safeguarded,” Admiral Bowen 
stated, A study of the future need for 
EDO officers has been initiated, it was 
stated. 

Extracts from the report follow : 

New Ships 

The new ships of various types which have 
joined the Fleet carry many advances and 
improvements made in the field of marine 
engineering. The Bureau of Engineering has 
kept abreast of modern development in this 
respect and has incorporated in these ships 
new machinery and new materials best fitted 
for the exacting services of units of the Fleet. 
These improvements continue to reflect en- 
gineering progress which has reswited in much 
more effective vessels. 

Condition of the Fleet 

In the opinion of this Bureau, the engineer- 
ing material condition of the Fleet continues 
to be generally satisfactory. 

While funds available never permit the 
undertaking of all items of work requested, 
the thorough cooperation between the navy 
yards and the forces afloat, the intelligent 
distribution of funds budgeted to the ad- 
ministrative commanders, and the continued 
use of the repair facilities afloat to their 
maximum capacity have resulted in accom- 
plishment of all maintenance items essential 
to the satisfactory conditions reported above. 

As many items on the Material Improve- 
ment Program have been undertaken as has 
been possible with the funds available. This 
list, however, contains many important items 
which await the appropriation of funds. 

The repair facilities afloat continue to be 
operated at the limit of their capacity. Addi- 
tional ships joining the Pleet necessitate the 
provision of additional facilities or the pro- 
vision of more funds for navy yard work. 

In connection with ship and fire control, 
special effort has been made toward elimina-

tion of all instruments which do not fulfill 
a definite and necessary requirement. 

Reports of the vessels of the Fleet show 
improvements in the procedure to minimize 
the extent of damage and to keep the en- 
gineering plants operating in spite of dam- 
age. This improvement has been due largely, 
it is believed, to the adoption of standardized 
methods of procedure. 


Diesel Engine Development 

Diesel Engines for Power Boats — The 
dieselization of power boat machinery has 
progressed materially. During the year gaso- 
line engines have been replaced by Diesel en- 
zines in the power boats of the Colorado, 
Idaho, Maryland, Nevada, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Saratoga, Astoria, Indianapolis, 
Minneapolis, New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Bushnell, Holland, and Medusa, in addition 
to installations for all ships going into com- 
mission. 

Diesel Driven Yarderaft—A twin screw 125- 
ft. harbor tug, propelled by direet coupled 
reversible Diesel engines of the two-cycle type 
developing a total of 1200 horsepower, has 
been completed at the Charleston Navy Yard 
for Pearl Harbor. 

Two 110 and two 100-ft. harbor tugs for 
Boston, Norfolk, Mare Island, and Puget 
Sound Navy Yards are in course of construec- 
tion and will be equipped with Diesel electric 
drive of 700 shaft horsepower. 

Two 65-ft. harbor tugs for Pearl Harbor 
and Newport Torpedo Station are being built 
to be propelled by 240 horsepower direct re- 
versible Diesel engines. 

As a result of commercial quantity produe- 
tion methods being employed in the manu- 
facture of suitable types of Diesel engines, 
contract for three electric drive harbor tugs 
was entered into. The engines used for this 
purpose are 950 horsepower 12-cylinder units

being produced primarily for Diesel locomo- 
tive work. 
Radio and Sound 

The established policy of replacing obsoles- 
cent radio equipment in combatant vessels 
with modern equipment has been carried out 
as funds permitted, particularly as regards 
direction finders and receivers in battleships, 
airplane carriers, and cruisers, and receiving 
equipment in auxiliaries. Similar replace- 
ment was carried out with respect to shore 
radio stations. ° 

Completion of installation of the newly de- 
signed antenna at the High Power Radio 
Station, Annapolis, Md., has been accom- 
plished. 

The Cordova (Alaska) Radio Traffic Sta- 
tion, and the Destruction Island, Wash., 
Thatchers Island, Mass., and Prices Neck, 
R. I., Radio Stations were closed during the 
fiscal year 1938; preparation were made to 
close also the Soapstone Point (Alaska) 
Radio Direction Finder Station about August 
30, 1938. 

The St. Paul (Alaska) Radio Station was 
turned over under revocable permit to the 
Department of Commerce for operation by 
the Bureau of Fisheries; the station remain- 
ing intact with furnished living quarters, etc., 
for recommissioning by the Navy in the fu- 
ture, if desired. 

Navy Yards 

As in recent years, expenditures during the 
year for additions to plant equipment and 
replacement of old equipment have been made 
by joint Bureau of Engineering and Bureau 
of Construction and Repair action, Funds 
made available and spent during the current 
year were not sufficient to off-set the year's 
depreciation so that no improvement can be 
reported in the unsatisfactory conditions 
noted in the last annual report, viz: 

(1) An actual average age of machine tools 
in industrial yards of 19 years against 
a desired average age of 15 years. 

(2) A deficiency of certain tools in many 
yards causing choke points and shift 
work, 

Personnel 

The continuation and the extension of the 
shipbuilding program has increased the need 
for engineering officers trained technically in 
design, construction, management, and ad- 
ministration. The addition of newly con- 
structed vessels to the Fleet has increased 
the need for officers trained in the operation 
and in the maintenance of the engineering 
plants of the ships. 

In particular, the need for trained engineer 
officers, on shore duty, has been very marked 
in the following important functions: 

(a) The Bureau of Engineering and in the 
Central Drafting Offices of navy yards for 
preparing designs, analyzing bids, and the 
detailed plans of construction. 

(b) The navy yards, engaged in the con- 
struction and maintenance of vessels. 

(ec) The inspection of ships building in 
private plants. 

(d) The Inspection Service because of the 
very large amount of materials being pur- 
chased by private yards amdwmavy yards. 

During the past year, the following steps 
Were taken to meet the increased work load: 

(a) The Bureau of Engineering was re- 
organized to handle a work load which has 
greatly increased and is still increasing. A 
limited increase in Bureau personnel was ob- 
tained. 

(b) An unsuccessful effort was made to ob- 
tain an immediate increase of sixteen officers 
designated for engineering duty only to take 
tare of the immediate demands of the con- 
struction program. 

(c) This necessitated the continuation in, 
or the reassignment to engineering duty 
ashore and afloat, of many officers who defi- 
nitely desire other than engineering duty. 
Study was begun of the future needs of the 
Navy with respect to officers designated for 
Engineering Duty Only. Results of this study 
will be made the subject of correspondence 
ata future date. The need for a considerable 
Mrease above the present number of seventy- 
five officers designated for Engineering Duty 
Only is indicated if under the present plan 
the Navy’s future with respect to engineering 
is to be safeguarded.

IN THE PREPARATION OF THE enlarged Army and Navy program, admit- 
tedly required by world conditions, we trust the responsible authorities will give 
careful thought to the important matter of balance. In the excellent annual report 
of General Craig, there is presented in detail our current personnel and equipment 
situation, which shows serious deficiencies that must be made up if we are to be 
equal to the force we may have to face. With impressive emphasis Admiral Leahy, 
in his sailor like annual report, has pointed out that the Navy also is suffering from 
serious deficiencies, which must be corrected in order that the Fleet may be in a 
position to perform its mission. The Chief of Staff holds that the revolution in Spain 
and the undeclared war in China have confirmed anew the testimony of history that 
the Infantry is the core, and the essential substance of an Army. The Chief of Naval 
Operations repeatedly has described the battleship as the heart of the Fleet. What 
General Craig said applies to the Navy equally as to the Army: “Each of the other 
arms is but an auxiliary—its utility measured by the aid that it can bring to the 
Infantry,” in the case of the Navy the battleship, which is the Infantry of the seas. 
The sound principle thus expressed too often has been violated in the case of the 
two establishments, and fearing future violation Secretary Swanson is stressing the 
importance of continuing an orderly program of additions to and replacements within 
the Fleet. When popular sentiment runs strongly for National Defense, excessive 
appropriations are made frequently for a new arm or a new weapon, which time 
eventually places in true relationship to other arms or weapons. When popular senti- 
ment turns pasifistic, appropriations are sharply cut, and sacrifices of less essential 
but important requirements follow. The result is disbalance, and disbalance makes 
for weakness. A case in point at this time is that of the air arms of the two Services. 
The reports current are that thousands of planes are to be provided. These will re- 
quire thousands of pilots, and where are the pilots? They will require thousands of 
mechanics, and they are not available. They will require ground or ship installations, 
which must be built, machine guns, for which we have not the manufacturing capacity 
and then the matter of training. There is also the question of the proportional rela- 
tionship of the air forces with the ground troops or the Fleet. We speak of the air 
program because it has deserved popularity, but with equal force we could speak of 
other arms of the Army and the Navy, which are over, or under, that approximate 
proportion that makes for the effective balance needed for unity of command and 
operation, The General Staff of the Army, and the Office of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, are aware of the means by which this matter of balance may be achieved. The 


President should have these organizations study his program before transmitting 
it to Congress, . 


BECAUSE THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL for years has carried on a cam- 
paign for pay revision, we feel it incumbent again to deplore the unwillingness of 
the Navy Department to reach an agreement with the Army upon this important 
matter. The Sadler Board has completed its report proposing a new system for the 
Navy and Marine Corps. That report, with the draft of a bill, will be presented to 
Congress, So committed, it follows that the Department deems it inexpedient to 
make concessions which would permit an agreement with the sister Service. This 


means that the Interdepartmental Pay Board will submit a majority and a minority 
report, Congress properly will ask why it should be called upon to establish one 
system of pay for the Navy and another for the Army? It also will say that it should 
not be required to deal primarily with the intricate question of pay when the Services 
themselves are unable to solve it, Muddled by the conflicting claims presented, it is 
altogether probable that it will refuse to take any action at all, and it will be con- 
firmed in this refusal by the criticism which one Service will make of the other’s 
proposal. With the country concerned over the state of National Defense and anxious 
that morale shall be improved, the situation is ripe for the desired legislation. The 
Secretary of War in the past has strongly urged increase in pay. The Secretary of 
the Navy in his annual report repeats emphatically the recommendation he made last 
year. The President realizes that the unsatisfactory conditions which exist must be 
corrected. In the light of this Administration attitude, it would be most unfortunate, 
due to the Services themselves, that there should be non-action by Congress. Missing 
from the report of the Secretary of the Navy and from that of the Chief of Staff of 
the Army is any reference to the reenlistment allowance. As that allowance always 
was regarded as part of enlisted pay prior to the passage of the Economy Act of 1933, 
its restoration should be authorized by Congress. A recommendation to this end should 
be included in the report of the Interdepartmental Board. If this is not done, Con- 


gress should take independent action, and in view of its attitude at the last session 
the chances are it will do so.

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GT. BRITAIN: Naval Strength 1938- 

1939? 
a. Proposed building program 1938-39 : 

Three official publications relating to 
British naval strength have made their 
uppearance. These are the White Paper, 
“Statement on Defense” ; the annual “Re- 
turn of Fleets for 1938”; and the Navy 
Estimates for the financial year 1938-39. 


The White Paper is in a sense a sup- 
plement to the Estimates, since it gives 
particulars, lacking in the latter, of the 
proposed programme of naval construc- 
tion for the current year. Subject to pos- 
sible expansion owing to changes in the 
international situation, it is proposed to 
lay down in 1938-39: 

Two battleships. 

One aircraft carrier. 

Four large cruisers. 

Three smaller cruisers, 

Three minelayers. 

Three submarines. 

One special repair and supply ship for 

the Fleet Air Arm. 

One submarine depot ship. 

One destroyer depot ship. 

12 motor torpedo boats. 

A number of smaller craft. 

Whether the minelayers will be small 
craft, such as the Plover or the Linnet, 
or ocean-going vessels comparable with 
the Adventure, remains to be seen. For 
that matter, there is no certainty that the 
battleships and cruisers will be within 
the Treaty limits of 35,000 tons and 8,000 
tons respectively, pending conversations 
which are proceeding between the Treaty 
Powers as to the expediency of taking ad- 
vantage of the escalator clause, in view 
of the persistent reports of 46,000-ton 
battleships and 15,000-ton cruisers being 
under construction in Japan. 

Nothing is known of the design of the 
repair and supply ship for the Fleet Air 
Arm, but she may resemble the French 
aviation transport Commandant Teste, a 
10,000-ton vessel with a speed of over 20 
knots, armed with twelve 3.9-inch anti- 
aircraft guns. 

The “Iteturn of Fleets’ no longer pos- 
sesses much value as a reference work 
for purposes of comparison. Details of 
the Soviet Navy are three years out of 
date; those of the United States Navy 
omit the vessels of the curren§ program ; 
very little fresh information is to be 
found concerning the Japanese fleet, the 
names of the two Italian battleships re- 
cently laid down are wot-mentioned and 
the British 1938 program is not included, 
though the French one is. 


b. Previous building programs, 1935-1937 : 

The construction of British warships 
laid down under the 1935, 1936 and 1937 
programs appears to be proceeding sat- 
isfactorily. The whole of the outstanding 
ships authorized in 1935, together with 
the Ark Royal of the 1934 program, will 
be completed this year. So will several 
ships of the 1936 program. Indeed, there 
is no doubt that new ships are being 
passed into service as fast as they can be 
manned, so that to lay down a larger 
number of vessels or to accelerate the con- 
struction of those already in hand would 
be of doubtful utility. It is not always 
realized by the public that it takes a 
good deal longer to enter and train offi- 
cers and men than it does to build war- 
ships. 

Personnel provided for under the 1938 
Estimates, excluding 913 Royal Marine 
Police, totals 119,000. There has been no 
trouble with recruiting, nearly 16,000 
men and boys having been enrolled in the 
fiscal year 1987-38. Only in two branches, 
artificers and cooks, has any difficulty 
been found in securing all the men re- 
quired. 


c. Cost of new Construction: 

The amount spent this year on new 
construction, apart from the 1938 ships 
still to be ordered, is 41,500,000 pounds. 
In 1914 it was about 18,000,000 pounds. 
It is clear, therefore, that even after al- 
lowing for the higher cost of ship-building 
pee = dag greater effort is being made than 
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Criticism of the design of recent British 
warships was dealt with by the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary when introducing the 
Estimates. He pointed out that owing to 
the world-wide responsibilities of the 
Royal Navy, these designs have to take 
into consideration strategical and tactical 
requirements which do not affect foreign 
warships. In reply to the plea that a 
larger number of smaller battleships and 
cruisers with less anti-aircraft arma- 
ment, less endurance and lower speed 
would be an advantage, as well as a sav- 
ing of money, it was explained that a 
larger number of small ships would cost 
much more to maintain than a smaller 
number of bigger units. Moreover, the 
smaller ships would be largely incapable 
of defending themselves against air at- 
tack, while their resistance to submarine 
attack would be poor, as proved in 1914- 
18. By reason of their inferior speed they 
could neither impose action on an unwill- 
ing enemy nor escape, if attacked by a 
stronger opponent. 


d. Controversial Factors: Dual Firing; 

Convoys, etc.: 

No new facts had emerged to support 
the case for dual firing. It would be im- 
possible to design a dual-fired ship with 
military characteristics equal to those of 
an oil-fired ship of similar displacement. 
Armament, speed, protection, seaworthi- 
ness, endurance or habitability would 
have to be sacrificed, and possibly several 
of these qualities. 

An equally definite answer was given to 
suggestions that the Admiralty is against 
convoy. Attack on shipping on the trade 
routes is bound to vary according to 
whether the enemy is dependent on bases 
and according to the distance of such 
bases from the trade routes. On long 
ocean passages the danger is likely to 
come from fast raiders, but on entering 
narrow water submarines or aircraft are 
more to be feared, 

It is clearly impossible to construct a 
single ship which will combine every 
characteristic required to meet such di- 
verse forms of attack. Although some 
measure of safety can be secured for mer- 
chantmen sailing individually by a sys- 
tem of evasive reuting, there is no doubt 
that adequately escorted convoys will be 
the surest means of protection.

a=. BRITAIN: Large or Small 
Ships? 


a, Naval Rivalry and Cost of Construc- 
tion? 


The strong rumor that Japan is build- 
ing battleships of over 40,000 tons has 
led to her being given a pretty plain hint 
from Great Britain, the United States 
and France that if this rumor is found 
to be correct they will probably follow 
suit. They have also requested informa- 
tion from the Japanese Government as to 
what are her intentions in regard to bat- 
tleship construction. This request has 
been refused by Japan. The three Powers 
mentioned are therefore left in the some- 
what difficult position of having to draw 
their own conclusions from a batch of 
rumors. 

The various Navy Departments must 
now be wondering anxiously whether or 
not to embark on 45,000-ton battleships. 





If they delay until the Japanese inten- 
tions are definitely known, valuable time 
may have been wasted and the Japanese 
allowed to get an important lead. 

The expedient of “going one better” 
has, indeed, been the simple if not very 
profound principle on which competitive 
ship-building has been conducted for gen- 
erations. What makes the present con- 
templated increase a matter of special re- 
mark is the great additional cost involved. 
It has been freely stated that the increase 
of battleship tonnage from 35,000 to 43,- 
000 would increase the cost of a ship 
from 8,000,000 pounds to 12,000,000 
pounds. This is a very large increase, 
which should surely make one pause for 
reflection. Forty-eight million dollars for 
one ship is a very large sum. It is sig 
times as much as the cost of the largest 
battleship of pre-War days. The cost of 
the increase from 35,000 to 43,000 tons is 
alone equal to the total original cost of 
two Queen Elizabeths. If the increase 
in size is to take place, the British shall 
only be able to have two ships of 43,000 
tons for the price of three ships of 35,000 
tons. 


b. The vulnerable Fleet-in-Being? 

Does not the thought arise whether the 
very heavy cost of these great ships is 
too great for any one ship? Are we not 
reaching the point where the cost of bat- 
tleships is so high that we may not be 
able to have enough of them? The more 
expensive ships become the less of them 
obviously the country can afford. The 
smaller their number, however, the more 
sreious the loss of any one of them would 
become, and the less inclined would the 
authorities concerned be to expose them 
to risk. Warships, nevertheless, are built 
to fight and suffer loss, and if they should 
become so expensive and consequently 
scarce that more concern is felt to pre- 
serve them from harm than to loose them 
against the enemy, it is legitimate to 
argue that their cost had come to over- 
shadow their fighting capacity. 


ce. Quantity or Quality? 

The first alternative that comes to 
mind is to build smaller battleships and 
more of them. Suppose, for instance, the 
British were to go back to a ship of, say, 
the “Iron Duke” class of 25,000 tons. How 
many of these could they have for one 
ship of 43,000 tons; costing 12,000,000 
pounds? It can say that they are able to 
have two ships of 25,000 tons for the same 
money that will give them one ship of 
43,000 tons, 

Would they be better off with two of 
these smaller ships than with one big 
one? The bigger ship can undoubtedly 
have larger guns, thicker armour, better 
sub-division and possibly higher speed 
than the smaller ones. She will, in fact, 
be a better fighting vessel. On the other 
hand, she can only fire at one opponent 
at a time and the other will be having a 
free shoot at her. The question is, can 
you make a 25,000-ton ship sufficiently 
stout to stand up to one of 43,000 tons 
long enough to allow a consort to knock 
the big fellow out? It is the sort of ques- 
tion that cannot be answered by quoting 
angles of descent and hitting velocities. 
A number of incalculable factors also 
come in. Splash interference, for in- 





stance, will be much werse for the single 
big ship. On which side the moral ad- 
vantage will lie is difficult to estimate. 
It is disturbing to be one against two, but 
it is also unpleasant to be up against a 
bigger and more powerful enemy. It might 
be argued that the bigger ship with the 
larger guns would be able to outrange the 
smaller ones. I doubt if there is anything 
in this. Battles are unlikely to be de- 
cided at ranges beyond that of direct spot- 
ting and the 13.5-in. gun can reach amply 
far for that. 


d. Chances in Action of a Fleet of De- 
stroyers: 

The possibilities become more interest- 
ing, however, if we go a good way further 
down the scale and exchange the gun for 
the torpedo. Suppose we take the equiva- 
lent of 43,000 tons in destroyers? That 
would work out at about 20 destroyers 
to one battleship. In that case, a fleet of 
10 battleships could be opposed by two 
hundred destroyers for the same money. 
The battleships would not, of course, be 
alone but would have, say, 10 cruisers and 
50 destroyers with them. We must, 
therefore, give the other side an equiva- 
lent addition, which works out at about 
100. Thus, the final comparison would 
be of 300 destroyers against a mixed fleet 
of 10 battleships, 10 cruisers and 50 de- 
stroyers. 

It is a comparison that seems full of 
intriguing speculations. In normal 
weather, the initiative would lie with 
the destroyers by virtue of their higher 
speed, What tactics would they use? 
Would they employ, say, 100 destroyers in 
keeping the enemy’s destroyers and cruis- 
ers occupied and make massed attacks on 
the battle-ships with the remaining 200? 
If skilfui use were made of smoke, such 
attacks might not be any too easy to deal 
with. 

The hostile destroyers would have the 
great advantage that any big ship they 
saw would necessarily be hostile, while 
detroyers sighted by the _ battleships 
might possibly be friendly ones; one can 
uugment the power of weapons and the 
thickness of armour and the size of ships; 
what one cannot do is to alter human 
nature; and it is in human nature to feel 
more alarm at the unseen danger which 
comes by night than the more visible one 
that comes under the light of day. A 
battleship Admiral would feel that he had 
in his keeping 15 or. 20 vitally important 
vessels on which the whole naval security 
of his country might depend. 

What would his mental reaction be at 
having to take this precious battle fleet 
to sea against a very large force of de- 
stroyers which refused action by day and 
attacked by night, and every night he re- 
mained out? And what, still more, would 
it be if he knew that any advance after 
his elusive enemy by day were most 
likely to take him over lines of subma- 
rines? How much real freedom of action 
would be left to a fleet of battleships un- 
der these conditions? It is an interesting 
conjecture.

The Origin of a Famous Phrase: 

Recent events in China, when the 
U. S. gunboat Panay was bombed and 
sunk by Japanese aeroplanes up the 
Yangtze, and H. M. 8S. Bee assisted to 
rescue the survivors, call to mind some 
earlier incidents during the Second China 
War in 1859, when mutual assistance was 
accorded by British and American sea- 
men to one another. 

The political situation then was as fol- 
lows. A Treaty of Peace had been signed 
at Tientsin on June 26, 1858, to be rati- 
fied within a year; but in the following 
June, when the British and French Am- 
bassadors endeavored to proceed up the 
Pei ho River in order to obtain the signa- 
ture of the Emperor of China at Peking 
to the ratification of the Treaty, it was 
found that very formidable obstructions 
had been placed at the mouth of the river, 
and that all progress was barred. After 
several days had been spent in fruitless

Foreign Military News-Digest 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
negotiations with the Chinese authorities 
on the spot, the Ambassadors formally re- 
quested the British Commander-in-Chief, 
Rear Admiral James Hope, to force an 

entrance. This was on June 21, 1859. 

On the 24th the United States Minister, 
Mr. John E. Ward, pretending to be ig- 
norant of the refusal by the Chinese to 
allow the British and French ships to pass 
up the river, had decided to ascertain 
whether a passage was refused to him 
also. He therefore went in in the Toey- 
wan, the steam tender of the Powhatan, 
the flagship of the American Commander- 
in-Chief, Commodore Josiah Tattnall; 
however, the J'oey-wan grounded on the 
edge of a steep mud bank, within range 
of the Chinese batteries, and was in 
danger of capsizing off the bank as the 
tide fell. According to an American ac- 
count Admiral Hope immediately sent the 
Plover to her assistance, with a message 
to say that, if they so desired, the Amer- 
jean flag might be hoisted on board the 
British gunboat. The /’lover’s efforts only 
resulted in carrying away the hawsers; 
a second gunboat was then sent, and 
eventually the J'oey-iwan was refloated. 

The Plover’s log was lost when she sank 
after the action, but an inspection of the 
six existing logs of the gunboats present 
on this occasion proves that the Opossum 
went to the assistance of the Toey-wan 
at 12:15 P. M., though no actual details 
of what work was done are recorded. 
There are also on record the letters ex- 
changed between Ilope and Tattnall, 
wherein the latter officially expressed his 
thanks “for your aid in extricating the 
Toey-wan from her embarrassing posi- 
tion when inshore near the batteries on 
the 24th, and for your very kind and 
flattering tender of the services of one of 
your gunboats, with the privilege of hoist- 
ing on board of her the American Ensign 
and my own Fiag.. .” From the Opos- 
sum’s log, however, it does not appear 
that this unusual privilege was actually 
exercised. Admiral Hope's letter of 
thanks referred to “the services which 
you found it consistent with your duty to 
permit your tender, the T'oey-wan, to 
render during the 26th, and especially in 
the conveyance of the wounded to their 
vessels...” 

On the follewing day Tattnall was able 
to repay this courtesy. While the boats 
containing the Marines of the landing 
parties were endeavoring to pull up 
against the strong ebb tide, the T'oey-wan 
was sent to tow them up to the first bar- 
rier; and that night And the next day she 
was fully employed in @vacuating the 
wounded. Besides this, when ‘Tattnall 
saw the state of affairs during the after- 
noon of the 25th, he went in his barge 
alongside the Plover to see Hope, whom 
he found lying badly wounded in the 
Cormorant’s cabin—the two vessels were 
then lying alongside one another; but 
before he got alongside his coxswain was 
killed and the boat badly hulled. While 
he was inboard his bout’s crew followed 
him and assisted to work the Plover’s 
bow gun. On coming out of the cabin 
again it is said, in the British version, 
that Tattnall rebuked his men (possibly 
with his tongue in his cheek) for having 
committed an un-neutral act; but in the 
American account it is stated that his 
flag lieutenant, Lieutenant Stephen De- 
catur Trenchard, did this, and that the 
Commodore had himself suggested to his 
boat’s crew that their help might be ap- 
Preciated inboard. The main fact that 
they did man the gun is not in dispute. 

Commodore Tattnall explained his ac- 
tions by suying that they were rendered 
“in the cause of humanity.” It was on 
this occasion that the famous expres- 
Sion, “Blood is thicker than water,” was 
used, 

It is recorded in Reminiscences of the 
Old Navy, by Edgar Stanton Maclay, that 
in the previous year, 1858, at Hong Kong, 
4 Serious fracas on shore had occurred 
between the crews of the Powhatan and 
H. M. S. Highflyer, and the bad blood 
engendered by this remained for the 
whole time that the American frigate was 
in port. But when the Powhatan again 
Visited Hong Kong during the winter of 
1859, the band of the Highflyer, which 


was already there, greeted her as she 
steamed up to her anchorage with “Should 
auld acquaintance be forgot” and other 
appropriate airs. The recollection of what 
had taken place in the previous June— 


the Highflyer’s officers and men had 
formed part of the landing parties—was 


not forgotten, and for the rest of their 
time on the station the two erstwhile 
antagonists became “chummy ships.”

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—As a result of the condemnation of the Jewish barbarities in Ger- 
many expressed by the United States and Great Britain, the relations of the democratic 
and authoritarian nations have achieved a new high in tension. The controlled Italian 
and German press have joined in upbraiding President Roosevelt for his disapproval of 
the maltreatment of German Jews, and withdrawal of the American Ambassador from 
Berlin, and also have assailed the British Government for its declarations of sympathy 
for the oppressed people, and offer of ex-German colonies as refuges for them, The 
ofticial spokesman of Japan and the press of that country have spoken enthusiastically 
of the fine traits of the German people, and the Tokyo Government seized the moment 
to reject the protest of the United States relative to violations of American rights in 
China, and to assert that the principles of the integrity of and theopen door in China are 
outmoded, in spite of repeated Japanese adherences to them. While the Japanese atti- 
tude regarding those principles was anticipated,—and is sharply criticised—it is im- 
portant to note the fact that the official declaration respecting it was delayed until a 
new episode occurred to add to the hostile sentiment among the democratic countries 
toward the Dictatorships. It well may be that the delivery of the note at the time the 
President was denouncing German maltreatment of the Jews was accidental, but the 
effect was to call American, British and French attention to the threat in the Far East, 
and to convince Germany and Italy that Japan is standing shoulder to shoulder with 
them. 


President Roosevelt has shown that he can time his actions as well as Hitler and 
Mussolini. Here is the record: First, there was unoflicial and then official expression of 
horror at Nazi attacks upon Jews. This was followed by publication of the negotiations, 
initiated by Ambassador Kennedy, relating to the provision of refuges for the victims. 
Simultaneously, the President announced his purpose vastly to increase American 
armaments, Then the President appealed for Pan-American unity in resisting by force 
Fascist aggression. Finally, there was dramatized the signature of the reciprocity 
treaties with Great Britain and Canada, which, among other things, permit an ex- 
change of raw materials needed for war use. The United States having registered its 
disapproval of German policy and action toward the helpless, Great Britain moved into 
the picture. The House of Commons adopted a resolution of sympathy for the Jews, and 
the Prime Minister offered to throw open to Jewish settlement Tanganyika, formerly 
German Hast Africa, other British African territory, and British Guiana. This offer 
was regarded in Berlin as notice that Great Britain had decided not to comply with 
Hitler’s demand for the restoration of territory, which Germany lost as a result of the 
World War. In retaliation for our withdrawal of the American Ambassador at Berlin, 
Hitler recalled his Ambassador in Washington. Because we have expressed our dis- 
taste at Italian treatment of Jews, it is possible we will keep in the United States our 
Ambassador to Rome, who is now in the country on leave of absence. If so, Mussolini 
may direct his new Ambassador to the United States to delay his departure for his 
post. Nor is it beyond calculation that Japan may postpone the presentation of the 
credentials of the successor to Ambassador Saito. 














Irom the totalitarian point of view, the United States definitely has put itself in oppo- 
sition to the aims of the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo axis. The good impression upon Hitler and 
Mussolini, which was caused by the President’s pre-Munich message appealing to the 
former to perform “an outstanding service to all humanity,” in connection with a peace- 
ful settlement of the Czech question, has been replaced by ill-feeling aroused by his 
statement regarding the Jewish attacks, that he “could scarcely believe that such 
things could occur in a twentieth century civilization.” 


The strong position assumed by the President stimulated opposition to Germany 
among the British and French peoples. It is now apparent that the former will not 
agree to the restoration of ex-German colonies. While the latter displayed emphatic 
objection to their Government entering into an anti-war pact with the Berlin Govern- 
ment in confirmation of oral exchanges which occurred after the Munich agreement, 
such action was taken by the Daladier Ministry. This constitutes a split in democratic 
ranks, and if Great Britain should take a like step, the United States would be isolated. 
Realizing that Latin America is the heel of the American Achilles, the authoritarian 
nations have intensified their propaganda in that region, especially for the purpose of 
bringing about the failure of the conference of the Republics of this hemisphere to be 
held at Lima, Peru, Secretary Hull is confident that, in spite of this activity, there will 
emerge from the conference a new assertion of hemispherical solidarity. As a weapon 
in reserve for use should it become necessary is the application of an embargo upon 
Germany and the neutrality Act against Japan, Such action is being popularly agitated, 
and the Administration is watching with keen interest, the progress the movement is 
making. 


Issue of Ammunition—The War Department has recently adopted a policy which 
contemplates that M1906 type caliber .30 ball ammunition will normally be issued for 
use in shoulder weapons (non belt-fed) and that MI, caliber .30 ammunition will 
normally be issued for use in all .30 caliber machine guns (belt-fed weapons), except 
where range conditions require the use of M1906 type ammunition. In order to avoid 
losses through deterioration, where a rapid turnover of old stocks is necessary, the use 
of M1906 type ammunition in machine guns (except aircraft and antiaircraft weapons) 
and the use of type MI ammunition in shoulder weapons, where range conditions 
permit, has been authorized, * 


Inasmuch as it is estimated that the grades 2R and 2M 1906 caliber .30 ammuni- 
tion now on hand in the Hawaiian Department can be expénded over a period of the 
next five years without excessive deterioration losses, the Department desires that 
the Commanding General, Hawaiian Department, utilize these stocks for training 
requirements in shoulder weapons and caliber .30 machine guns under the provisions 
cited in paragraph 2 above. 


Corps of Engineers—Maj. Gen. Julian L. Schley, Chief of Engineers, U. S. Army, 
has assigned to Lt. Col. Malcolm Elliott, Division Engineer of the Upper Mississippi 
Valley Division in St. Louis, Mo., the preparation of the report called for by Resolu- 
tions of the Committee on Rivers and Harbors of the House of Representatives on 
the advisability of modifying the existing lock and dam improvement numbered 2, on 
the Upper Mississippi River near Hastings, Minn., so as to provide for additional 
Improvements to permit the development of hydro-electric power. The field investi-

gation has been assigned to Lt. Col. P. B. Fleming, District Engineer at St. Paul, Minn., 
who will, in the near future, obtain the views of local interests. Upon completion of 
his investigation, «a report will be forwarded through the Division Engineer for 
review by the Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors and the Chief of Engi- 
neers prior to its submission to Congress. 

General Schley also has assigned to Col. L. V. Frazier, Division Engineer of the 
Great Lakes Division in Cleveland, Ohio, the preparation of the report called for by 
Resolution of the Committee on Rivers and Harbors of the House of Representatives 
to review the reports on Cape Vincent Harbor, New York, submitted Noy. 7, 1935, and 
previous reports, with a view to determining if it is advisable to modify the existing 
project in any way at this time. The field investigation has been assigned to Maj. 
Philip G. Bruton, District Engineer at Buffalo, N. Y., who will obtain the views 
of local interests. 

Col. Francis B. Wilby, CE, has been appointed a member of the Board of officers 
appointed for the purpose of preparing a report on the survey of certain localities 
for flood control authorized in Public No. 738, 74th Congress, vice Col. Edmund 1, 
Daley, CE (now Brigadier General, USA), relieved. 


Coast Artillery Corps—Lt. Col. Ferdinand F,. Gallagher, CAC, who recently was 
relieved as assistant to the Hawaiian Department Inspector General and assigned us 
executive officer of the 64th Coast Artillery and the post of Ft. Schafter, assumed 
command of the regiment and the post, Nov. 12, upon the departure of Col. Francis 
I’. Hardaway, CAC. Colonel Hardaway sailed on the USAT St. Mihiel en route to Ft. 
Monroe, Va., where he will command the 2nd Coast Artillery. Colonel Gallagher will 
remain in command of the 64th (the largest Coast Artillery regiment in the Service) 
until Dee. 16 when Col. Sanderford Jarman, CAC, is scheduled to report as commanding 
officer. The 64th is now engaged in intensive maneuvers with the Air Corps. 


Navy Staff Personnel—The Staff Corps personnel situation, dormant since Ad- 
miral Leahy prepared next year’s naval legislative priority list and deferred action 
on a Staff officers bill, was reopened this week. The Bureau of Yards and Docks con- 
cluded a study it has had underway for several months of the officer personnel situy- 
tion and Rear Adm. Ben. Moreell, Chief of the Bureau, gave tentative approval to a new 
personnel measure, designed to liberalize the officer promotion laws affecting the 
Civil Engineer Corps and permit the retention and promotion of more officers than 
the present law will permit. A board of two officers has had the matter under study 
for some time and in the course of their investigation three questionaires were sent 
out to officers in the field to ascertain their views of the problem. What was tentatively 
agreed upon this week was not revealed. It was said that the various proposals were 
under consideration, ranging from simply adopting the provisions of last year’s Line 
personnel bill to the Staff Corps to drastically revising the Staff Equalization Act. 
The Yards and Docks proposal was submitted to the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair and after discussion of the situation with representatives of the latter bureau, 
and agreement as to a bill satisfactory to both Corps, it is planned that a formal 
recommendation will be made to the Bureau of Navigation requesting that legislation 
be presented to Congress next session on the subject. Undoubtedly there will be op- 
position to this action from the Bureaus of Supplies and Accounts and Medicine and 
Surgery, and the Navy Department is likely to side with the latter, but on the other 
hand there will be pressure from Congress to deal with the Staff personnel problem. 
Representative Melvin J. Maas, ranking minority member of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, this week said that the House and Senate Naval Committees had made a 
promise to the Staff Corps to consider officer personne! legislation next year and that 
he expected-—and would demand that the committees keep this promise. 


Signal Corps—Maj. Frederick W. Hoorn reported for duty at the Air Corps Ma- 
teriel Division, Wright Field, Ohio, recently, to take charge of the Signal Corps 
Training Film Field Unit. This is a new unit, the purpose of which is to produce 
sound motion pictures for the training of personnel in various Air Corps functions. 
Moving pictures recording test work, or produced for public educational or historical 
purposes, will continue to be handled by the Materiel Division Motion Picture Unit. 
Where subjects overlap, the two units will cooperate. 

The new laboratory is in its beginning stages, and it will take some time, Major 
Hoorn says, to gather suitable personnel and the necessary equipment. When organ- 
ized, however, the production of 20 reels a year will be its objective. All preparation 
of scenarios, editing, and other creative work is to be performed by the New Unit at 
the Material Division. Processing of films is to be done at the Army War College Photo- 
graphic Laboratory in Washington. Release of film will be by the Chief Signal 
Officer. In preparation for his new work, besides several years of photographic 
training, Major Hoorn spent eight months in Hollywood at the various leading motion 
picture laboratories. 


Air Corps Notes—Major Isaiah Davies, AC, Director of Flying at the Air Corps 
Advanced Flying School at Kelly Field, Tex., has been named as a member of a board 
of officers which convened recently in the Office of the Chief of the Air Corps, Wash- 
ington, D. C., to study training methods. During the absence of Major Davies, Major 
Harvey W. Prosser, AC, Secretary and Public Relations Officer, has taken over the 
duties of Director of Flying at the Advanced Flying School, in addition to his 
other duties. 

Standardization of mating dimensions of electrical connectors for aircraft use 
was successfully accomplished at a conference held recently in the Equipment Branch 
of the Air Corps Materiel Division, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio. These dimensions 
involved contact pin length and diameters, and the coupling thread. It is reported 
that necessary data will be prepared and used as a basis for revision of Air Corps 
Specification 32151. Two manufacturers, the Bureau of Aeronautics, Signal Corps 
and the Air Corps were represented at this conference. 

Col. Robert Fierz, Chief of the Technical Division of the Swiss Military Depart- 
ment, and a group of Swiss Army pilots visited the Air Corps Materiel Division, 
Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio recently. The Swiss Mission is in the United States for 
the purpose of purchasing military airplanes and has been granted permission to fly 


. and test such of the aircraft as have been released for export, are not government- 


owned, or being manufactured to apply on government contracts. 


Assignment of Ensigns—The present policy of having Ensigns in large ships for 
two years before sending them to destroyers will result, due to the small size of Naval 
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Academy classes, in practically stripping all third year Ensigns from large ships in 
December, 1938. To obviate this undesirable situation the existing policy is being 
changed. It is expected that approximately thirty Ensigns of the Class of 1937 will 
be transferred to destroyers in December, 1938, to fill vacancies caused by the demands 
of aviation, submarine school, new construction, and the Asiatic Station. In May and 
June, 1939, the Bureau of Navigation contemplates sending approximately 160 mem- 
bers of the Class of 1938 to destroyers to enable third year Ensigns to be kept in 
large ships, approximately as follows: battleships and aircraft carriers, 2 per ship, 
cruisers, 1 per ship. 


Navy Surgeon General—Announcement will be made on Monday, it is stated, of 
the appointment of a new Surgeon General of the Navy to succeed Rear Adm, P. 8. 
Rossiter, who will be retired for age, Dec. 1. Capt. Dallas G. Sutton, now Assistant 
to Admiral Rossiter, is said to be slated for the post, although Capt. Ross T. McIntire, 
physician to the President, Capt. Edgar Woods, commanding naval hospital at An- 
napolis, and several others are still under consideration. 


Navy Senior Selection Board—Although the Navy selection board, the first to be 
convened under the new law, could have reported yesterday, naval officials predict 
that their new duties of designating fitted as well as best fitted officers will keep them 
in session through most of next week. A still further delay is expected fer there is 
reason to believe that the President, in view of the importance of the matter—prece- 
dents set, ete.—may wait until his return to Washington, Dee. 5 to act on the report, 


Army Chaplains’ Corps—Col. William R. Arnold, Chief of Chaplains of the Army, 
was invested with the ecclesiastical title of Monsignor at rites conducted November 
22 in the Cathedral of the Immaculate Conception at Ft. Wayne, Ind. Following the 
ceremony, the Chief of Chaplains was the guest of honor at a dinner given by 
Bishop Noll. 


It is interesting to note that Chaplain Arnold is the third chaplain in the Army 
today whose work has been recognized and honored by the Pope conferring the title 
of Monsignor upon them. The other two are Lt. Col. Aristeo V. Simoni, who is now 
in Rome on a leave of absence, and Lt. Col. Mariano Vassallo, who is stationed at 
San Juan, P. R. 


Degrees for Naval Academy Graduates—It is understood that the U. S. Naval 
Academy will complete and mail out the Master of Science Degrees to those graduates 
of the Class of 1929 now in civil life, who have requested them, by the end of November 
and to many in the Class of 1980, At the present rate, all requests which have been 
received from graduates in civil life will probably have been taken care of by 
December 15, 1938. 


Those who have not as yet requested this degree should indicate their name in full, 
class with which they graduated, and their present address. If the name has been 
changed since graduation both their present name and that under which they grad- 
uated must be indicated. Under normal circumstances approximately thirty days is 
required in filling the request. Requests should be sent to the Superintendent. 


Radio Antenna Experiments—Recent test flights at Wright Field, Ohio, using the 
structure of the airplane as an antenna for radio communication purposes without 
additional wires, either fixed or trailing, have proved successful to the extent that 
it is believed the method can be made practical. This experimentation is of special 
interest in that it opens up possibilities for the elimination of the hazards due to the 
breakage and subsequent loss of antenna wires under icing conditions, It is also hoped 
that transmission and reception during periods of bad static will be possible using 
present channels of communications. 


Marine Officer Restored to Active Duty—Comdr. William T. Hoadley, USMC-Ret., 
who was retired in 1934, was restored to the active list this week and assigned to duty 
at the Marine Barracks, New York Navy Yard. This action was taken under the 
authority of an act passed last year by Congress permitting officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps who had made their number for promotion under the old seniority 
system but were made to stand selection after the promotion system was changed 
to be promoted and restored to the active list. 


Navy Officer to Agriculture Dept.—Navy orders published this week assign Comdr. 
Francis W. Reichelderfer, USN, now executive officer of the USS Utah to duty under 
the Department of Agriculture. Commander Reichelderfer, an aerologist and an 
aviator, qualified in both heavier-than-air and lighter-than-air, is to carry on some 
special work for the Weather Bureau, under arrangements underway. Agriculture 
Department officials said yesterday, however, that there was some doubt that the 
detail could be arranged and that Commander Reichelderfer, who had been here for 
a conference with Weather Bureau personnel, has returned to the West Coast. 


Naval Inspection Service—The press this week carried accounts of the resignation 
of a Navy inspector who in giving up his job with the Government declared that he 
did so because he could not make a proper inspection of materials passed on under 
the existing set-up. The inspector, Mr. Raymond Kennedy, a Civil Service employee, 
submitted his resignation direct to the Secretary of the Navy and gave it out to the 
hewspapers in Cleveland, where he was stationed. In it, he said that he was called 
on to approve the purchase of materials which he had not even seen and that often 
he was supposed to be in five factories at one time. Declaring that the Navy is 
wasting the $2,000,000 it is spending on its inspection service, he said that he was 
quitting because his conscience would not permit him to continue. The Navy De- 
partment declined to comment on the matter but said there are now 905 Civil Service 
inspectors employed in passing on materials bought by the Navy, as compared with 454 
in 1933. In Cleveland, there are 12 inspectors as compared with four in 1933, it was 
said. Mr. Kennedy, whose work consisted of passing on propellers and diesel engines, 
had been in the employ of the Navy since 1934. His salary was $2,000 a year, it was 
Stated. During the World War he served in the Army and in 1919 enlisted in the 
Navy. Honorably discharged in 1926 as an Aviation Machinist’s Mate, first class, 
he served with the Coast Guard, in 1929 and 1930, it was stated.

Battleship Awards 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson has an- 
nounced that us a result of the opening of 
bids for construction of battleships on 
Nov. 2, the following awards have been 
made. 

He also announced that the construe- 
tion of Division Battleship No. 57 has 
been allocated to the Navy Yard, Norfolk, 
Va. 

Awards were made to: 

The Bethlehem Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration at its bid price of $49,815,000 
subject to adjustments for changes in 
cost of labor and material for the con- 
struction of Division Battleship No. 59. 
the contractor to furnish and install 
the main propelling machinery, but not 
to develop plans. 

The Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Company at its bid price 
of $49,540,000 subject to adjustments 
for changes in cost of labor and mate- 
rial for construction of Division Battle- 
ship No. 58, the Government to furnish 
and the contractor to install the main 
propelling machinery, the company to 
develop plans for its own use and for 
the use of other building yards. 

With reference to the fourth Battle- 
ship of the 57-0 Class the decision as to 
the placing of an award for this vessel 
is being deferred oe further study 
of this matter in the Navy Department. 

Bids were received at the Navy Depart- 
ment Noy. 18, for one or more units of 
propulsion machinery for Battleships 57 
to 60, inclusive. Bid prices ranged from 
about $1,200,000.00 for one unit to about 
$5,500,000.00 for four units. The pro- 
posals of the competing bidders are being 
analyzed for the purpose of determining 
the offer most advantageous to the Goy- 
ernment. 

Regarding the construction of the 
fourth battleship, award for which was 
not made, it is quite possible that this 
may be given to the Brooklyn navy yard. 
This belief was strengthened by the fact 
that Assistant Secretary Charles Edison 
visited the yard Novy. 22 and, in company 
with Rear Adm. Clark [lowell Woodward, 
commandant of the Third Naval District, 
and Capt. Charles A. Dunn, industrial 
yard manager, made an inspection of the 
plant. The Assistant Secretary paid par- 
ticular attention to the progress of the 
work of lengthening and strengthening 
the No. 2 ways. This work would have to 
be completed before another capital ship 
could be laid there. 

While at Brooklyn Mr. Edison inspected 
the battleship North Carolina now being 
built there and expréssed satisfaction at 
its progress. 

The North Cirolina and the Washing- 
ton, the latter being built at the VPhila- 
delphia Yard, are the first capital ships to 


be laid down since the Washington 
treaty. With the three awarded this 


week and the other to be awarded, they 
make a total of six all of which will be 
under way this fiscal year. Actually there 
are seven or eight authorized under ex- 
isting legislation. Under existing legis- 
lative authorization the keels can be laid 
on such vessels three years before the 
vessels they are to replace actually be- 
come overage. Clearly on that basis re- 
placements are now due for the follow- 
ing battleships which become overage 
(26 years old) in the following years: 
Arizona 1942, Arkansas 1938, Nevada 
1942, New York 1940, Oklahoma 1942, 
Pennsylvania 1942 and Texas 1940. The 
Mississippi becomes overage in 138, 
which permits her keel to be laid in 140, 
so that actually, counting all the pre- 
liminary work that must be done in ad- 
vance, consideration should be started on 
her replacement now. 

Modernization is another subject that 
probably will receive considerable atten- 
tion at the coming congress, particularly 
in view of Admiral Leahy’s report which 
stated we are gee behind in 
such work. The California, Tennessee, 
Maryland, Colorado, and West Virginia 
have not been modernized. In view of the 
rapid advances which have been made in 
fighting vessels, elevation of guns, instal 
lation of blisters, propelling machinery, 
ete., this work will be quite costly and 
also quite necessary if they are to keep 
their places as first line vessels.

Reserve Officer Elected 


The annual business meeting and lun- 
cheon of the National Constitution Day 
Committee was held Nov. 3rd, 1938 at the 
Commodore Hotel, N. Y. City. Repre- 
sentatives of many of the 87 participat- 
ing organizations attended. ‘Telegrams 
and letters were read from many others 
of the group. Lt. Comdn. Edwin W. Hol- 
den, USNR, presided and reported on the 
varied activities of the committee 
throughout the year. Lengthy discussion 
was held on the movement being spon- 
sored by this committee on the forma- 
tion of a new youth movement with the 
purpose in view of training the youth of 
our country to a true appreciation of our 
Constitutional Government. Letters were 
read from leading citizens, expressing 
their reactions, who have been ap 
proached on this matter.

Credit to General Martin 

Maj. Gen. Charles H. Martin, USA-Ret., 
is now completing his term as Governor 
of Oregon after an administration that 
won plaudits from many sources. His 
fearless stand on the prohibition question 
won him his original political post when 
he became representative in Congress 
after he had retired from the Army. How 
his courageous stand on another question 
has resulted in his return to retirement 
is set forth in the following editorial 
from the Corvallis (Oré.) Gazette-Times : 

Oregon will neyer be able to repay the 
debt it owes to Governor Martin and Ralph 
Moody. It was the governor, who, by his 
vigorous methods and picturesque language, 
focused the attention of the public on the 
goon menace as threatened by labor racket- 
eers. These gangsters, posing as friends of 
labor and protected and even encouraged by 
the federal administration through its alli- 
ance with the Communistic CIO and the 
Wagner Act, were and are the worst enemies 
fair minded laboring men have. 

The governor could have been easily re- 
nominated had he soft-pedaled the outrages 
committeed by these robbers of labor unions, 
and been elected governor again perhaps, for 
it was well known among Republicans that 
he has little use for the Nudeal nor any of 
its henchmen. He chose, however, to be a 
patriot and respect his oath of office. He ap- 
pointed Ralph Moody special prosecutor, for 
he could get no help from the office of at- 
torney-general, that gentleman being a candi- 
date for judge of the supreme court. Mr. 
Moody went after the goons in his usual 
thorough manner, landed many of them in 
the penitentiary, exposed their shameful theft 
of union funds and aroused from their 
lethargy even those soft minded saps who 
think it is “progressive” or “liberal,” to 
favor labor in everything it wants. 

The investigation by Moody resulted in an 
expose of the shameful way the union leaders 
were spending their members’ money,—send- 
ing their wives to Europe, buying farms, cars, 
racing horses, fur coats for their lady friends 
and otherwise having a good time on money 
extorted from poor devils forced to join the 
unions by intimidation. 

The Martin-Moody expose also aided the 
case of the farmers in putting over the anti- 
picketing bill. This is the best measure that 
has been on the ballot in 25 years and de- 
served the support of every farmer and every 
laborer. We hope it brings peace to Oregon 
industry. In the meantime, we fire a salute 
to Governor Charles H. Martin, who sacrificed 
his own political fortunes for the good of his 
state. 
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Naval Aeronautics 


Considerable stress is placed upon the 
necessity of ample funds for research 
and experiment by Rear Adm. A. B. 
Cook, USN, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, in his annual report made 
public this week. 

“If the United States,” Admiral Cook 
asserts, “is not to be relegated to a com- 
paratively inferior position in World 
Aircraft, liberal allocation of funds must 
be made to permit intelligently directed 
experimental projects to be pursued 
actively.” 

Admiral Cook made the following rec- 
ommendations : 

“1. Actively pursue development of 
shore stations and facilities in keeping 
with present and in anticipation of the 
increased requirements of the Fleet as a 
consequence of naval expansion program. 

“2. Provide an adequate number of 
suitable tenders for patrol planes. 

“3. Develop the Naval Air Station, 
Alameda, Calif., as rapidly as possible. 

“4, Provide new aircraft of best pos- 
sible performance in sufficient numbers 
to (a) replace obsolescent and crash loss 
and (b) to accelerate realization of the 
expansion program. 

“}. Make every effort to obtain adequate 
funds for a well-considered and compre- 
hensive experimental program to effect 
continued improvement in aircraft and 
aircraft engine’ reliability and _per- 
formance and to forestall our falling be- 
hind foreign countries in these respects. 

“6. Provide required increases in naval 
personnel to support the expansion pro- 
gram.” 

Excerpts from Admiral Cook’s report 
follow : 

The activities of the Bureau of Aeronautics 
in connection with the development, mainte- 
nance and procurement of aircraft, aeronautic 
material and related matters have proceeded 
in an orderly manner. 

‘Aireraft have been procured in general in 
accordance with the requirements for a treaty 
Navy established by the Vinson-Trammell Act. 
Thus far procurement has not been advanced 
by the expansion program recently established 
during the last session of Congress. 

Shore facilities to support the operating 
aircraft are being developed gradually but in 
no measure commensurate with the present 
and contemplated expansion of the Naval 
Aeronautic Organization. The concentration 
of carrier aircraft in the Norfolk area, pend- 
ing the commissioning of their parent vessels, 
the Yorktown and [nterprise, has focused at- 
tention on the need for grepter facilities on 
the Bast Coast, which need has not previously 
been so evident due to the almost complete 
absence of the Fleet from East Coast waters 
during recent years. Transfer of the site for 
the Naval Air Station at Alameda, Calif., to 
the Navy Department has permitted active 
prosecution of the development of this acutely 
needed additional West Coast station. Its 
realization, together with expansion of exist- 
ing facilities at the Naval Air Station, Seattle, 
Wash., will contribute materially to the relief 
of West Coast congestion. In similar manner, 
the commissioning and active development of 
the Fleet Air Base, San Pedro, Calif., has 
afforded facilities in the Long Beach-San Pedro 
area for the intermittent accommodation of 
battleship-and-cruiser-based aircraft. The re- 
cent commissioning of the Fleet Air ase, 
Sitka, Alaska, will permit the orderly exten- 
sion of operations north and westward from 
the Puget Sound area. 

The operations of the patrol planes at- 
tached to the Aireraft Scouting Force have 
been seriously hampered by the lack of sup- 
porting tenders. Advanced designs of sea- 
Planes already realized, coupled with expected 
further developments, will make this problem 
increasingly important if the possibilities for 
these craft in support of Fleet operations are 
to be explored and utilized to full advantage. 
The meagre number, together with the ob- 
solescent type of ships assigned to this mis- 
sion, constitute a handicap which can only be 
removed by an orderly and rapid replacement 
program, This shortage will eventually be 
slightly alleviated by the assignment during 
the fiscal year 1939 of two destroyers, the 
Childs and Williamson, due for decommission- 
ing, to duty as seaplane tenders, small. Con- 
Version of these vessels is to be initiated in 
July, 1938. One large seaplane tender, the 
Curtiss, is under construction and it is ex- 
Pected that an additional large seaplane 
tender and two small seaplane tenders will 
be laid down during the current year. 

Two aircraft carriers were placed in com- 
mission during the fiscal year, the Yorktown 
on Sept. 30, 1937, and the Enterprise on May 
12, 1938. The first aircraft operations in the 
Yorktown were conducted on Nov. 10, 1937. 
These operations were followed by a shake- 





down cruise to Panama and the West Indies 
during January and February. The first air- 
eraft operations in the Enterprise were con- 
ducted on June 15, 1938, followed by a shake- 
down cruise to Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. These 
vessels will be ready to join the Fleet by about 
the first of the calendar year on completion of 
postcommissioning navy yard work. 

A continuous program of experimental 
projects, within financial limitations, is be- 
ing carried out to anticipate and fulfill the 
increased requirements for Fleet operating 
aireraft. The various government, as well as 
commercial, agencies have been utilized to 
this end. As a consequence of this, the per- 
formance of naval aircraft continuously im- 
proves. 

Hlowever, it is a well known fact that im- 
provements in the United States are accom- 
penied and paralleled by improvements in 
European countries in which no restraint on 
expenditures of funds for military develop- 
ments is evident. If the United States is not to 
he relegated to a comparatively inferior posi- 
tion in world aireraft, liberal allocation of 
funds must be made to permit intelligently di- 
rected experimental projects to be pursued ac 
tively. The program of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics envisions retention of a position ahead 
of other world powers, but realization of this 
objective necessarily is limited by appropria- 
tions allocated to the purpose. 

Coast Defense 

The policy of assigning certain fleet patrol 
squadrons temporarily to Commandants of 
the Naval Districts on both coasts, for short 
periods, to further development of coastal de- 
fenses, continues in effect. 

Lighter-Than-Air Activities 

Lighter-than-air activities continued to be 
concentrated at the Naval Air Station, Lake- 
hurst. A number of non-rigid airships were 
transferred from the Army and the newest of 
these, the TC-14, was placed in flying status. 
In May, delivery was made of the L-1 training 
non-rigid airship. The addition of these 
brought the total number of non-rigid air- 
ships operating to six, of which two are in an 
experimental status. There was a gratifying 
increase in the number of operating hours per 
airship. The operations included coastal pa- 
trol exercises, some in conjunction with sub- 
marines, and a demonstration of the adaptabil- 
ity of non-rigid airships for target practice 
photography. A class of six student officers 
was assigned to lighter-than-air training. 

Various technical improvements in airship 
equipment have been brought about, including 
an improved system of bow mooring for non- 
rigid airships; improved mast equipment; 
construction of a synthetic rubber envelope. 
The Durand Airship Committee has continued 
to function and has sponsored useful experi- 
mental work in the fields of aerodynamics and 
structural analysis as applied to airships. 
Much of this can be applied to the moderate 
sized rigid airship for training and airplane 
currying as authorized in the Naval Expansion 
Bill.

Photographic Equipment 

The military value of aerial photography is 
more pronounced each year. Recent tests and 
applied practical uses of the long focal length 
cameras, portable laboratories and equipment 
of a confidential nature, have demonstrated 
that these military types of new equipment 
are necessary as standard equipment for com- 
bat units. Official correspondence from high 
command in the Fleet has requested such ad- 
ditional equipment and shown the need for it. 
There is also urgent need for more aerial 
mapping cameras and high altitude oblique 
cameras for use in connection with military 
tactics, Fleet firing parties and aviation bomb- 
ing practices. 


Power Plants 

Power outputs beth at sea level and alti- 
tude have risen consistently at a rate which 
compares favorably with that of previous 
years. The air-cooled radial has kept step in its 
field and is among the most powerful known 
on a weight and displacement basis. 

The Naval Aircraft Factory produced 
numerous training airplane engines of excel- 
lent workmanship and characteristics and 
proved the feasibility of mass quality produc- 
tion by government employees, as ‘well as pro- 
viding a suitable nucleus of trained inspec- 
tors. 

Materials and Equipment 

The Bureau has continued its poliey of ex- 
ploring fully all materials which appear to 
have possibilities of promoting increased per- 
formance through lightness in weight con- 
sistent with satisfactory structural and main- 
tenance considerations. New methods of fabri- 
cation designed to simplify production and 
concurrently improve performance of aircraft, 
‘such as spot welding, have been adopted as 
standard methods of construction for many 
parts. The use of flush riveting because of the 
improved aerodynamic qualities which it im- 
parts to exposed surfaces is being extended. 
Protective coatings superior in quality to 
those available commercially have been de- 
veloped under the Bureau's direction with a 
view towards simplifying maintenance prob- 
lems by reducing corrosion. Cotton and acetate 
base fabrics have been developed which 
through tests appear to be suitable for para- 
chute use. Various metallurgical develop- 
ments, including tests, are under way in an 
effort to develop better alloys than those now 
available, A series of light weight landing gear 
wheels have been developed and approved for 
service use, Electrically heated flight equip- 
ment for low temperature operations has been 
developed. A new design safety belt to reduce 
injuries to personnel incident to crash land- 
ings is being service tested. 


Aerodynamics 

Very gratifying progress has been made in 
the application of recent aerodynamic data in 
the design of new naval aircraft, and in the 
modification of existing types, with marked 
improvement in efficiency and general per- 
formance, Further improvement is antici- 
puted as it becomes practi¢able to incorporate 
the research findings of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics, 

Research and design development have been 
very active in producing improved flying boat 
hull lines, better stability and control, and 
better aerodynamle efficiency, In particular, 
every effort has been made to eliminate un- 
necessary drag from representative airplanes 
in order to secure maximum performance. 


Radio 

Radio equipments delivered to the Service 
during 19838 have shown a gratifying increase 
in performance, especially with regard to an 
increase in power output. Improvement in 
specifications resulting from numerous help- 
ful service reports has in turn improved 
maintenance features throughout. Installa- 
tions have been made standardized in various 
types of aircraft, which undertaking has im- 
proved the accessibility of equipment with a 
corresponding increase in the ease with which 
operation and repair may be effected in flight. 

A tentative program has been formulated 
for the purpose of distributing obsolescent 
material, which would otherwise be surveyed, 
to naval activities other than the regular ser- 
vice. An inventory of this material, submit- 
ted to Naval Reserve Bases, etc., has disclosed 
that many articles are still of value for limited 
use in the training required in performing 
their mission. 

Obsolescent radio equipment previously in 
use with Fleet aircraft has been replaced ap- 
proximately 90% with new equipment. 


New Aircraft Construction 

During the fiscal year 1988 the aircraft 
building program has been based upon the re- 
quirements for a treaty Navy as covered in 
the Vinson-Trammell Act. It is not expected 
that any direct effect other than possible ac- 
celeration of this building program will be 
realized during the fiscal years 1939 and 1940 
as a consequence of the passage of the Naval 
Expansion Bill. 

Aircraft were purchased during the fiscal 
year 1988 to fill shortages and replace over- 








age aircraft in the current Naval Aeronautic 

Organization. In addition to this, aircraft 

were procured to fill the complement of the 

St. Louis, Helena, Wasp, and Patrol Squadron 

20. The 1939 appropriation provides funds 

for commissioning Patrol Squadron 21. 
Future Developments 

In pursuance of established policy, every 
effort has been, and will continue to be, ex- 
erted to provide the Fleet with aircraft of 
greater effectiveness. New construction will 
make available to the Navy airplanes of greater 
air and waterborne qualities, together with 
greater offensive and defensive power. Aero- 
dynamic and engine research, coupled with 
development of more effective and powerful 
armament, continuously result in advancing 
types of naval aircraft. 

The program of development covering all 
the aircraft and engine accessories is being 
intensively pursued concurrently with research 
looking toward more efficient engines and high 
horsepower and aerodynamic advance. Such 
developments will include oxygen equipment, 
parachutes, flight gear, sound-proofing, cock- 
pit temperature control, improved starters, 
carburetors; propellers apd materials and 
methods of aircraft and ehgine construction, 
including greatly improved maintenance fea- 
tures. 

An extensive program of structural test will 
be undertaken which, it is hoped, will result 
in greater safety with decreased weight and 
consequent increased performance. 

Extension of the Instrument Section at the 
‘Naval Aircraft Factory to include an experi- 
mental unit for the development of naviga- 
tional instruments has been realized during 
the fiscal year ending 1939. It is expected 
that this will expedite developments in this 
increasingly important field.

as a whole may be immediately available in 
an emergency. If this cannot be achieved at 
once it should be approached as rapidly as 
may be practicable by such increases in suc- 
cessive appropriations as will permit a pro- 
gressive raising of this percentage to the 
ultimate 100 percent. 

Officers in the lower ranks have likewise 
been inadequate in number, though capable 
in ability, to meet the needs of the growing 
fleet. 

The Naval Reserve has expanded some- 
what toward the ultimate strength necessary 
to fulfill its purpose. Naval Reserve training 
has been zealously conducted and a satis- 
factory state of efficiency attained. The Naval 
Reserve Act of 1938 establishes “The definite 
objective of reaching the maximum numerical 
strength . .. within a period of not more 
than 10 years, and as nearly as may be pos- 


‘sible, by. equal annual increments.” It is 


earnestly hoped that this  legislatively- 
established policy will be fulfilled by suffi- 
cient appropriations. 

Naval Aviation 

Naval aviation has continued its rapid 
strides in the development of aircraft of in- 
creased performances. The demands of the 
fleet constantly require broader and more 
inclusive roles for aircraft in the tactical or- 
ganization, The importance of meeting these 
demands has resulted in assigning greater 
precedence to aircraft development than to 
the co-related requirements for supporting 
tenders and shore station facilities, until con- 
struction of the latter has lagged far behind 
the deliveries of aircraft, particularly patrol 
planes, procured under the Vinson-Trammell 
Act, Without these fleet auxiliaries, and with 
inadequate shore bases, it has been difficult 
to explore the possibilities in the use of these 
aircraft in the fleet, and thus to form an 
accurate estimate of their ultimate value in 
national defense. With the naval expansion 
program in immediate prospect, active mea- 
sures to increase the number of aircraft ten- 
ders and to develop adequate shore facilities 
are inescapable requisites to its realization. 

Asiatic Fleet 

The ships of the Asiatic Fleet performed 
their normal function and in addition have 
been occupied on the coast and rivers of 
China in protecting American life and prop- 
erty during the Sino-Japanese conflict. The 
Commander-in-Chief, Admiral H. E. Yarnell, 
has settled amicably and to the best interests 
of the United States many vexatious military- 
naval questions that have arisen as a result 
of the Far Eastern conflict. On December 12, 
1937, the USS Panay was bombed and sunk 
by Japanese aircraft while anchored in the 
vicinity of Hoshien on the Yangtze River. 
The officers and men of the Panay while 
under heavy attack, and afterwards, dis- 
charged their duties with a coolness and delib- 
eration that was in accord with the highest 
traditions of the Naval service. 

The results of the year’s tactical training 
have reemphasized the advantages of basing 
the major units of the United States Fleet in 
the same general operating area. Maintenance 
of this policy is particularly important be- 
cause of the continuing addition to the fleet 
f new vessels lacking tactical indoctrina- 

on. 

’ Annual fleet problems should be continued 








as they are of the utmost value in training 
the personnel of the fleet. 
Marine Corps 

Appropriations for the fiscal year 1938 per- 
mitted an average enlisted strength of 17,000 
men. It is considered essential that the Ma- 
rine Corps should have a sufficient personnel 
to provide necessary Marine detachments and 
guards for new ships, expanding naval activ- 
ities, and to carry out missions assigned by 
the Navy in basic plans. 

In support of the naval policy the distribu- 
tion and training of the Marine forces have 
been effected with a view to accomplishing 
the following purposes: 

(a) To provide adequate and _ trained 
Marine detachments on board vessels of the 
Navy. 

(b) To maintain the Fleet Marine Force in 
immediate readiness as a tactical unit of the 
United States Fleet. 

(c) To protect naval property and shore es- 
tablishments within the continental limits of 
the United States and in outlying possessions. 

(d) To protect American lives and interests 
in disturbed areas involving operations 
ashore. 

The Fourth Regiment of Marines at Shang- 
hai were engaged during the Shanghai siege 
in protecting the lives and interests of Amer- 
icans in the International Settlement, Their 
defense sector at Shanghal was effectively held 
under most trying conditions, 

Procurement 

To procure and to carry the stocks requisite 
to maintain the fleet and subsidiary shore ac- 
tivities at the highest peacetime efficiency, 
there has been needed a much greater invest- 
ment in stock for the naval supply account 
fund. While it is true that the Congress rec- 
ognized the need for an increase and did, 
therefore, insert a provision in the Naval Ap- 
propriation Act for the fiscal year 1939 which 
requires that the fund be credited with the 
proceeds of sales, this is not deemed sufficient. 
Since this legislation applies only to the fiscal 
year 1939, it should be continued for subse- 
quent years to meet the demands of an ex- 
panding Navy and the normal losses which 
must always occur in the handling of such 
a large stock of stores. Under the building pro 
gram the number of vessels being constructed 
is increasing, and this increase will continue 
for years to come. A gradual and consistent 
enlargement of the fund is therefore essential 
to provide the increased stocks needed for 
proper operation and maintenance of these 
ships when they join the fleet. 

Work was begun during the year on the 
additional graving drydock at Mare Island, 
Calif., under the Naval Act for 1938 and pre- 
liminary steps were taken towards the addi- 
tional Puget Sound graving dry dock proj- 
ect under the Deficiency Act of June 25, 1938, 
and the medical-center project under the 
Naval Act for 1939. Progress was made on the 
Alameda, Calif., air station project and on the 
model testing plant under construction near 
Cabin John, Md, The facilities at other shore 
establishments were improved and supple- 
mented by public works construction and ad- 
ditional publie utilities equipment. The 
authorized increase in the Navy afloat necessi- 
tates a further shore development program of 
considerable magnitude which will be pre- 
sented through prescribed channels for Ex- 
ecutive action, 


Chief of Operation’s Report 


Commending the recent Naval Pxpan- 
sion Act as necessary to prevent the 
United States from becoming inferior to 
other nations in defensive power, Admiral 
William D. Leahy, Chief of Naval Op- 
erations, this week stated that when the 
Navy reaches strength provided in that 
Act, “it should provide a reasonable ade- 
quate defense against attack on our 
shores by the now known future naval 
force of any one of the foreign nations 
whose naval expansion is already well 
underway.” : 

Reporting to the Secretary of the 
Navy that the battle efficiency of the 
Fleet compares “favorably” with that of 
the other major powers, Admiral Leahy 
said that it had attained “such a condi- 
tion of material and training” that it 
could take the offensive in war and keep 
an enemy away from our shores. While 
approving a defensive naval policy, he 
declared that if war is forced upon us we 
should take the offensive and “be suffi- 
ciently strong and well trained to defeat 
an enemy fleet wherever it can be brought 
to action.” 

An increase in personnel for the Marine 
Corps was declared to be necessary by 
Admiral Leahy. Additional personnel for 
the Navy should be provided as new 
ships are commissioned, he declared. The 
Admiral, in his annual reported numer- 
ous instances of delays in construction of 
ships. All of the cruisers building have 
been held up by late delivery of material, 
insufficient drafting force and necessary 





changes made while construction was in 
progress, he said. Similiar reasons and 
the inability of certain vessels to meet 
trial requirements has delayed the com- 
pletion of destroyers. 

The Chief of Naval Operations reported 
that 347 vessels were in commission dur- 
ing the year and that on June 30, 1938 
there were 1,859 airplanes on hand, in- 
cluding 1,300 service, 115 obsolescent, 307 
obsolete and 47 experimental planes. In 
listing the activities of naval aviation 
during the past year, he told numerous 
instances of extended training of patrol 
planes operating from tenders and ad- 
vanced bases in Alaskan, Hawaiian and 
Caribbean waters. 

Extracts from the report follow : 

General Statement 

The battle efficiency of the United States 
Fleet is believed to compare favorably with 
that of the other major powers. Every effort 
has been directed toward the attainment of 
a high state of readiness by carefully planned 
exercises, and comprehensive training of all 
units of the Fleet to meet emergencies on 
short notice. Although our naval policy is 
and should be defensive it is imperative in 
the event that war is forced upon us to limit 
damage from the enemy to a minimum and 
to bring the enemy to terms as quickly as 
possible. If peace cannot be preserved then 
the Navy must be sufficiently strong and well 
trained to defeat an enemy fleet wherever it 
can be brought to action. 

The Fleet has been zealous in attaining 
such a condition of material and training 
that it may take the offensive at once and 
thereby keep an enemy away from our shores. 
The general readiness of the fleet indicates 
that this initial effort may be expeditiously 
delivered if it is required. 

Sea power today includes naval aviation as 
an arm of the Fleet. The air arm of the Navy 
has been brought to a high state of efliciency 
in comparison with the naval air force of any 
foreign power. Naval Aviation is designed, 
developed, and trained to accompany the Fleet 
wherever it may be required to go. A very 
satisfactory condition of coordination between 
ship-based aircraft, patrol planes, and surface 
units, has been gained; thereby greatly in- 
creasing the efficiency and power of the Fleet. 

The trend of increase in world armaments 
during the period of this report is deplored 
and the 19388 Naval Expansion Bill was en- 
acted by the Congress with the purpose of 
safeguarding our national interests in view 
of an alarming increase in armaments by 
other navies. Foreign building programs 
have been watched with vigilant attention 
and recommendations have been made that 
should match the known foreign naval in- 
creases. It is hoped that a maintenance of 
comparative naval strength will deter aggres- 
sion by those who are setting the pace in the 
present armaments race. The Chief of Naval 
Operations considers that he would have been 
derelict in his duty if he had failed to in- 
form the Congress of the navy building pro- 
grams of other nations, and of the situation 
that had been reached where our Navy was 
approaching an inferiority in defensive power. 
When the Navy has reached the strength au- 
thorized by the recent Naval expansion Act, 
it should provide a reasonably adequate de- 
fense against attack on our shores by the 
now known future naval force of any one of 
the foreign nations whose naval expansion is 
alrendy well underway. 

The efficiency of the officers and enlisted 
personnel is reflected by the creditable per- 
formance of the Fleet in all its exercises for 
the period of this report. The excellent quality 
of navy personnel is emphasized, A careful 
selection of the men, together with the atten- 
tion given to morale and training, have pro- 
duced an enlisted personnel that has no su- 
perior in any military-naval organization. 
The present training methods are adequate 
and satisfactory, but must continue to im- 
prove with technical progress. Leadership, 
initiative, and constructive ideas, have kept 
abreast of the scientific development of the 
Fleet in gunnery, engineering, and communi- 
cations. It is the duty of the officer per- 
sonnel to maintain a correct balance of theory 
and practice in all that affects the Fleet. The 
high command has given careful attention to 
new doctrines and methods with a view to a 
thorough test before their adoption. A homo- 
geneous fleet with the coordination of every 
unit is the ultimate aim. 

Should war be forced upon us the Fleet will 
justify the confidence and support of the 
American people whom it loyally serves and 
it will protect the sea frontiers of the United 
States. 

Personnel 

To man these ships and their attached 
and assigned aircraft the annual appropria- 
tion provided funds sufficient for a total en- 
listed strength of 105,000 men. With this 
number of men it was apparent that comple- 
ments could not be filled, and allowances 
were therefore prescribed which made the 
best compromise that could be worked out 
based on recommendations of the Commander

in Chief, U. S. Fleet, and on past experi- 
ence. 

The Chief of Naval Operations holds the 
view that when, in accordance with approved 
Naval Policy, the composition of the Fleet 
is established, it is essential that provision be 
made for adequately manning the ships. The 
fighting efficiency of a Navy is dependent 
upon the personnel, both officers and men, 
who man it,-and under-manned ships are al- 
ways at a disadvantage. Therefore, with the 
entry into service of the new ships now au- 
thorized and being built, it is very important 
that appropriate increases in personnel be ob- 
tained. 

Fleet Training 

The major units of the U. S. Fleet should 
continue to be based in the same general 
operating areas as this policy affords the 
maximum opportunity for tractical training 
and indoctrination between types. 

Annual Fleet Problems should be continued 
as they are of the utmost value in training 
the personnel of the Fleet. 

All ships and airplanes in active commis- 
sion conducted gunnery exercises with their 
respective weapons, following a schedule of 
progressive training for war. The results 
were satisfactory, and gunnery technique was 
considerably advanced. 

All vessels in full commission participated 
in the engineering performances to the fullest 
extent compatible with their special employ- 
ments. Reliability of the engineering installa- 
tions is being stressed in order that any in- 
herent weaknesses may be discovered and 
corrected. 

All battleships, aircraft carriers, cruisers, 
and destroyers have developed damage con- 
trol organizations and now hold annual dam 
age control practices. Progressive and satis- 
factory improvement has been made in the 
ability of these vessels to control damage 
under conditions that may be expected during 
war. 

Substantial progress has been made in the 
development of defensive chemical warfare 
equipment and in the training of personnel 
in its use. 

General Material Condition 

Urgent and desirable changes to all types 
of vessels estimated to cost about $37,600,000 
remain uncompleted. 

In general, a satisfactory condition of re- 
pair and upkeep (of battleships) has been 
maintained, A restricted amount of important 
alterations have been completed. A full pro 
gram of Damage Control items affecting the 
watertight and gastight integrity of battle- 
ships, remains unauthorized and unaccom- 
plished. During the past years a very re 
stricted modernization of the oldest battle- 
ships was completed. The next later battle- 
ships have had a more comprehensive mo- 
dernization but the five latest battleships, 
Colorado, Maryland, West Virginia, California 
and Tennessee have not been modernized. 
The estimated cost for a minimum moderniza- 
tion of these five ships is $22,000,000 but a 
complete modernization would cost much 
more, 

The modernization program is held in 
abeyance because of the battleship replace- 
ment building program. 

The 1200-ton destroyers Childs and William- 
son will be converted into seaplane tenders, 
small, (AVP) during the coming fiseal year. 

The material condition of the destroyer 
tenders has remained unchanged except for 
hormal deterioration due to increase in age. 
Alterations to equip them for servicing the 
hew type destroyer have been completed with 
the exception of USS Melville, and this al- 
teration will be accomplished during the ves- 
sel's forthcoming yard overhaul. 

Mine Layers, Mine Sweepers and 
Ocean-Going Tugs 

The following ocean-going tugs have re- 
cently been reboilered: Algorma, Keosanqua, 
Kalmia, Pinola, Sagamore, Sonoma, and 
Umpqua. 

In the case of the seaplane tenders (small) 
alterations to better equip them for their 
duties as such have been completed on all 
hine (9) vessels with the exception of the 
Lapwing and Teal. These two vessels will 
have this work accomplished during their 
next yard overhaul, 

With the exception of the USS Holland, 
present submarine tenders are converted 
merchantmen and are inadequate for the ser- 
viees required. 

Navy Yards and Repair Facilities. 

The average material condition of all ships 
and yard craft has been maintained through- 
out the year. The number of urgent repairs 
have increased correspondingly with the age 
of the ships with a relative increase in cost. 
Tenders and repair ships have been steadily 
employed on the smaller items of repair and 
have contributed to the reduction in the total 
cost of material maintenance. Alterations to 
all types of ships to improve their military 
eficiency are listed in order of priority on 
the Material Improvement Plan but due to 
lack of funds only a small number of altera- 
tions could be completed. Improvements in 
Damage Control facilities have been made on 
all types but there still remain many changes 





to be made in the older ships for eflicient 
damage control. 
Naval Communications 

During the year joint committees of the 
Army and Navy for the coordination of com 
munication activities completed their work 
und were discharged, continued liaison being 
maintained, however, between the Director 
of Naval Communications and the Chief 
Signal Officer. 

Fleet communications appear to have been 
maintained at a high standard with increas 
ing emphasis placed on military phases, 

The excellent equipment of new ships in 
the fleet and the progress made in moderniz- 
ing the equipment of older ships have resulted 
in a generally improved status of radio ma 
terial in the fleet as a whole. 

The number of officers with a background 
of communication experience has been aug- 
mented by virtue of technical and practical 
instruction given at the Postgraduate School. 

The total number of radiomen in service 
has progressively increased with the expan 
sion of the Navy but the number remains 
inadequate to provide for the requirements 
of an expanding fleet. In particular, the 
number required in aviation has increased 
with the increased radius of operation of air- 
craft, each patrol plane now being allowed 
two radiomen. 





Gradual Officer Increase Urged 


Calling attention to a shortage of both 
officers and enlisted men, Rear Adm, J. O. 
Richardson, USN, Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, urged this week immediate 
increase in the enlisted strength to provide 
full war strength crews for all ships in 
commission but advised enlarging the offi- 
cer strength gradually rather than create 
a “hump” or take in “inadequately” 
trained personnel from sources other than 
the Naval Academy. 

“With regard to line officers,” he de- 
clares in his annual report, “the supply 
will lag behind the demand, but will ulti- 
mately, provided the authorized strength 
is increased when the recently established 
maximum is attained, overtake it, if the 
Naval Academy is continued on the pres- 
ent basis. This lag, while disadvantageous 
to the full efficiency of the Fleet, is con- 
sidered preferable to-either the increase 
of the Naval Academy to 5-appointments 
or the admission to the line of officers 
from some source other than the Naval 
Academy. In both these cases a ‘hump’ 
would be set up in the Line, with subse- 
quent blocking of promotion or excessive 
elimination, and in the latter case, admis- 
sion of non-graduates, oflicers of inade- 
quate training would be provided.” 

The recent Line selection act will help 
the officer shortage situation to some de- 
gree, Admiral Richardson said, as forced 
retirements due to failure of selection 
“will be substantially less than if the 
prior law had continued in effect.” The 
new law, he stated, “should serve in the 
future to alleviate any future shortage of 
officers in the middle and upper grades, 
but will have little or no effect on the 
lower grades.” As a result, he continued, 
it will be necessary to continue the em- 
ployment of Chief Petty Officers in offi- 
cers’ billets “for an indefinite period.” 

Iixtracts from the report follow: 

Appropriation for the fiscal year 1938 pro- 
vided for an average enlisted strength of 
102,500 men throughout the year, increasing 
from an initial 100,000 at the beginning to 105,- 
000 at the end of the year, The number of 
vessels in the Fleet remained approximately 
the same, but the commissioning of new and 
larger vessels, as contrasted with the decom 
missioning of smaller vessels, created an addi 
tional need for men which more than absorbed 
the 5000 increase, The average “allowance” of 
vessels, the number of men allotted in the dis- 
tribution of the total number of men appro- 
priated for, represented but 85.3 per cent of 
the “complement,” the number of men re- 
quired fully to man the ships, as compared 
with 86.1 per cent for the preceding year. 
The larger vessels in full commission were op- 
erated on an 85 per cent allowance; vessels 
in reduced commission were manned with 
smaller allowances, while submarine and cer- 
tain auxiliaries, and some vessels on distant 
stations, were provided with larger allow- 
ances, up to 100 per cent. 

Insufficient Mobilization Force 

Although these specific allowances are ade- 
quate for the peacetime training and opera- 
tion of the individual ships, they are not 
sufficient to provide for a speedy and efficient 
mobilization, The assembly and transporta- 
tion of men of the Naval Reserve to complete 
the manning of the ships will occasion some 
delay and their further assimilation within 
the trained organization of the combatant 
ships will require time, which may well not 
be available in the present disturbed inter- 
national conditions. Furthermore, it appears 





desirable that all Naval Reserve personnel be 
available for manning combatant and auxill- 
ary vessels now decommissioned but ready for 
re-commissioning in emergency, and for man- 
ning the many auxiliaries which will be ob 
tained from the Merchant Marine, For these 
reasons it is highly desirable that vessels of 
the Fleet should be fully manned with com- 
plements of war strength, It is appreciated 
that economy in the appropriation of funds 
has necessitated the limitation of the total en- 
listed men, and hence of the ship's allowances, 
but the immediate availability of the Navy 
as a whole in an emergency should not be 
hazarded by such economy, Appropriations 
should provide for sufficient men to furnish 
100 per cent allowances for all vessels in 
commission; if this can not be at once achieved 
it should be approached as rapidly as may be 
practicable by such increases in successive 
appropriations as will permit raising progres 
sively this percentage to the ultimate 100 per 
cent, 

The @6fficer personnel has likewise been in- 
adequate in number, though capable in abil 
ity, to. meet the needs of the growing fleet. 
by the graduation of the Class of 1938 at the 
Naval Academy a net gain at the end of the 
year, o¥er the accumulated losses throughout 
the year, of 225 line officers resulted, with a 
total of June 30, 1988 of 6,565. The several 
Staff Corps increased by 57, and the warrant 
grades by 64. With a total requirement for 
the Line of 7211 (exelusive of 730 aviation 
cadets) for the so-called Treaty Navy, now 
nearly completed, and some 1,200 more for the 
naval expansion authorized by the last Con 
gress, it is apparent that a serious shortage 
exists. This shortage, necessitating reduced 
officer allowances on ships for the present and 
for the lmmediate future, will be progressively 
reduced by the graduation of successive Naval 
Academy, classes. The maintenance of the 
Naval Agademy on at least a 4-appointment 
basis is necessary to provide this annual in 
crement, the excess of gain over usual losses, 
toward the increase of the Line strength. The 
prospective losses have been materially re 
duced hysthe recently enacted promotion law, 
later digsqnssed, whereby forced retirements 
due to failure of selection for promotion will 
be substantially less than if the prior law 
had continued in effect, 

Additional Reserves Required 

The Naval Reserve has expanded somewhat 
toward the ultimate strength necessary to ful 
fill its purpose, complete provision for meet 
ing the personnel needs of the wartime in 
crease of Naval activities during the first 120 
days after mobilization, Officer strength in 
creased by S845, from 11,733 to 12.578, and en 
listed strength by nearly 2,000, from 37,138 to 
40.012. Naval Reserve Training has b zeal 
ously conducted and a satisfactory state of 
efficiency attained and maintained, as evi 
denced by the report of inspection of all units. 
This efficiency, however, is that of individual 
units rather than the efficiency of the Naval 
Reserve as a whole to accomplish its purpose, 
since its limited numbers are not as yet ade 
quate, In 1936, the Secretary of the Navy ap 
proved a 5-year program for development of 
the Reserve to full strength, and some part of 
that program has been accomplished, but far 
from proportionally to the intervening time 
since its adoption, The recent Naval Reserve 
Act of 1938 establishes “The definite objective 
of reaching the maximum numerical strength 

within a period of not more than ten 
years and, as nearly as may be possible, by 
equal annual increments,” It is earnestly 
hoped that this legislatively-established policy 
will be fulfilled by sufficient appropriations. 

One activity of the Naval Reserve serves 
both the active Fleet and the Reserve, viz., 
the aviation cadet program. Aviation cadets, 
after their qualification at Pensacola serve at 
sen for approximately three years, thereby 
aiding in manning and operating the air arm 
of the Navy, then are commissioned as en 
signs in the Reserve, available for call in 
emergency. The program was begun in 1935 
and qualified cadets first sent to sea in 1936. 
Their services with the Fleet have been ex 
cellent and they have proved themselves 
highly capable members of the naval aviation 
forces, The number of aviation eadets has 
increased during the year from 54 to 812, of 
whom 526 were at sea with the Fleet on June 
30, 1938. 

Housing, Barracks, and Quarters 

Through grants made from PWA and WPA 
appropriations at the close of the fiscal year 
many of the difficulties cited in my last re 
port, particularly at the Naval Academy and 
at the Naval Training Station, Norfolk, will 
be substantially alleviated, 

At certain outlying stations, however, de 
barred by legislation from sharing in the 
PWA program, deplorable housing conditions 
continue. Urgent need exists for the construc 
tion of quarters both for officers and for en 
listed men at Guam, and Pearl Harbor, (At 
the latter the purchase of land adjacent to 
the Navy Yard for the construction of quar 
ters has recently been authorized; it is hoped 
that this purchase will be shortly accom 
plished and quarters erected.) At Coco Solo 
the quarters for the officers and Chief Petty 
Officers appropriated for in the 1939 Act 
will materially improve the situation, but a 
number of enlisted men's families will yet be 








unprovided for, and few, if any, habitable 

and sanitary quarters can be procured by 

them outside the Naval reservation, 
Legislation 

Three items of legislation enacted by the 
last Congress were of great importance to the 
Bureau, 

By the naval expansion Act a new maximum 
was set for the peacetime fleet of the United 
States, in enlargement of the Treaty Navy au- 
horized by the Vinson-Trammel Act of 1934. 
This cnlargement naturally Increases the ulti- 
mate strength of naval personnel, officers and 
men, needed to man the ships of the Navy, 
In consequence the Bureau's long-range plans 
must provide for the procurement of this per- 
sonnel as the ships of the new program are 
completed, No difficulty is anticipated in pro- 
curing the necessary enlisted personnel, pro- 
vided adequate appropriations are forthcom- 
ing, since the applications for enlistment at 
present far outnumber the actual men needed 
from year to year and it is belleved that such 
a favorable condition, permitting a high selec- 
tivity in reeruiting, will continue, With re- 
spect to line officers, the supply will lag be- 
hind the demand, but will ultimately, provided 
the authorized strength is increased when the 
recently established maximum is attained, 
overtake it, if the Naval Academy is continued 
on the present basis. This lag, while disad- 
vantageous to the full efficiency of the fleet, 
is considered preferable to either the increase 
of the Naval Academy to 5-appointments or 
the admission to the line of officers from some 
source other than the Naval Academy, In 
both these cases a “hump” would be set up 
in the Line, with subsequent blocking of pro- 
motion or excessive elimination, and in the 
latter case, admission of non-graduates, offi- 
cers of inadequate training would be pro- 
vided, 

New Selection Law 

The promotion law for the Line of the Navy, 
the Act of June 23, 1938, effected material 
modifications in the promotion system, While 
continuing the selection of the best-fitted off- 
cers to fl vacancies in the successive grades, 
it provided a means for retaining on active 
duty a number of the officers not so selected, 
rather than their early retirement en bloc 
aus under the prior law. This will permit 
the utilization of their services, to the advan 
tage of the Navy in the existing shortage of 
officers, and will curtail the growth of the 
retired list, to which exception has been taken 
in the Congress, It will materially benefit the 
lndividual officer in increasing his oppor- 
tunities for a career of reasonable length, and 
consequently will enhance his financial se- 
curity. The law authorized an tnerease of 
the commissioned line strength to 7,562, which 
will be adequate to absorb the graduating 
classes from the Naval Aendemy for some 
years to come; although ultimately, as noted 
in the preceding paragraph, a further in 
crensed authorization will become necessary to 
permit an adequate number of officers for 
the expanded Navy recently authorized, Many 
other changes in the prior promotion law 
were made in this new law, but since the Ser- 
vice and the press were fully informed at 
the time of its enactment, these will not be 
cited here. 

The Naval Reserve Act, of June 25, 1938, 
constituted a reenactment of the basic features 
of the prior Act of February 28, 1925, with, 
however, many changes leading to the im- 
provement of the organization and administra- 
tion of the Reserve, These changes are fully 
described in a later section of this report, 
treating of the Naval Reserve, 

Advanced Rank Measure 

Aside from this major legislation, three 
other items of less broad application were of 
interest to this Bureau, By the Act of June 
22, the retirement in the grade of Admiral was 
authorized for the first time for the Chief 
of Naval Operations, and also the advancement 
on the retired list of former (and future) 
Chiefs of Bureaus to the rank held while serv- 
ing therens, if they should be retired while 
later serving in a lower rank, This Act 
parallels the Army law regarding the retire- 
ment of the Chief of Staff and of Chiefs of 
ranches. Another Act, of March 26, author- 
ized the Naval Academy to accept gifts to 
erect and equip a museum, thereby permit- 
ting the construction of the much-needed mu 
seum by funds contributed by the Naval In- 
stitute and the Navy Athletic Association, 
The Act of June 24 authorized the admission, 
within limits, of citizens of the American re 
publics to Governmental “professional educa- 
tional institutions and schools,” among which, 
as affecting the Navy, are principally the 
Naval Academy, the Postgraduate School, and 
the Flight Training Class at Pensacola, 

The bill to provide for civilian naval train- 
ing, akin to the Army CMTC, failed of pass 
age. Its enactment in the ensuing Congress 
is recommended, as providing increased 
knowledge of fundamental naval subjects in 
the citizenry of the nation and thus inereas 
ing its potential reserve of partly trained man- 
power for emergency availability. 

Officer Personnel Problem 

The provision of officers for a growing fleet 
and for a correspondingly expanding shore 
establishment is one of the most responsible 
duties of the Bureau of Navigation. At the

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Financial Digest 

The factors that have concerned the 
American markets this week include the 
international situation, President Roose- 
velt’s decision as to further armaments, 
the Treasury's plans for December financ- 
ing, the effect of the British and Canadian 
reciprocity treaties upon American manu- 
fuctures and farm products, sales for in- 
come tax purposes, and discussion of the 
Federal Administration's legislative pro- 
gram for the session of Congress, which 
will convene on January 6 next. That 
Kurope regards its interrelations as ex- 
tremely dangerous is shown by the weak- 
ness of the pound and franc, and the con- 
tinued intlow of gold from abroad, Our 
gold stock at this time totals almost 14.2 
billions, more than half of the recorded 
supply of the metal in the world. Secre- 
tary Morgenthau has not yet revealed the 
extent of the financing he will announce 
on December 5. While the working bal- 
ance of the Treasury is 1.0 billions, the 
excess of expenditures over receipts for 
the current fiscal year amounts to 1.3 bil- 
lions, and the gross national debt has in- 
creased to 38.6 billions. It is believed the 
market will readily absorb the low inter- 
est bearing issues to be offered for the 
purpose of refunding, and to supply new 
money for Government use. The conces- 
sions made to the United Kingdom and 
certain British possessions, and Canada 
under the reciprocity treaties signed last 
week, have caused cuts in numerous do- 
mestic prices, including zinc, terne plate, 
etc. In preparation for the conclusion of 
the income tux year, holders have been 
selling securities, and will continue to do 
so during December, but the sales have 
been so well distributed that there has 
Leen little disturbance of the market. 
Sec.etary Morgenthau has announced 
that the completion of the new tax bill 
which the Treasury will ask Congress to 
puss, has been held up pending the deci- 
sion of the President us to armaments. 
‘there is reason to believe that moneys for 
armaments will come from relief funds, 
and consequently that taxes for their 
manufacture will not be laid. Aviation 
stocks have risen in price because of the 
belief that the President will announce a 
huge aviation program. However, there 
is also tulk of government construction 
and operation of factories, which would 
compete with private industry. The Pres- 
ideut’s legislative program, besides Na- 
tional Defense, will include changes in the 
National Labor Relations Law and the 
Social Security Act, railroad act, and, 
perhaps, the strengthening of the wage- 
hour act. As to the last, Administrator 
Andrews has announced he will inaug- 
urate prosecutions of employers who are 
refusing to observe the law. Fifty repre- 
sentations of railroads, shippers, business 
and agriculture, meeting in Washington, 
have agreed to present proposals to the 
President and Congress, for action which 
would facilitate reorganization of rail- 
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roads, under the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, government loans for new 
equipment purchases, relief from the un- 
distributed profits tax, and amendment of 
the Railway Labor Act, 





Merchant Marine 


Announcement was made this week 
that the Navy Department is buying two 
oll tankers from the United States Mari- 
time Commission, 

In the present national defense pro- 
gram, of which the expansion of the mer- 
chant marine is a part, more and more 
thovght has been given to constructing 
every merchant vessel along lines that 
insure that in event of national emer- 
gency, these ships will be equal to the 
task of acting as auxiliaries, troop ships, 
etc, and of fitting into, fhe defensive plans 
smoothly. Several mortths ago, the comp- 
troller general gave out a decision in 
which he said that it was within the law 
for the Navy to purchase vessels from the 
Maritime Commission, and the Nauvy’s ac- 
tion in acquiring the tankers attests to 
the fine construction of these first vessels 
to be built under the Commission’s au- 
thority. Although the Navy will have to 
spend nearly four millions of dollars to 
ndapt the vessels to Navy use, a net sav- 
‘ne will still result from the action. It is 
expected that the adaptation work will 
he done in the New York and Philadel- 
phia Navy Yards, 

The Navy this week bought two high 
speed oil tankers from the United States 
Maritime Commission to add to the aux- 
iliary forces of the United States Fleet. 
Although these vessels were not con 
structed to Navy specifications, they 
were constructed to the highest commer- 
elal standards and the Navy Department 
has declired that they can easily be con 
verted for Navy use, The two tankers ac- 
quired by the Navy are the first of a fleet 
of 12 being built by the Commission. 

These ships will have a speed of 16% 
knots fully londed as against 124% knots 
for the ordinary commercial tankers. 
They are 525 feet long, 16,300 deadweight 
tons and have a cargo capacity of ap- 
proximately 150,000 barrels. Their 12,800 
horsepower engines develop more than 
300 per cent greater power than the ordi- 
nary commercial tanker. 





The first of this fleet of tankers, two of 
which the Navy has acquired under the 
sale announced this week, is expected to 
come off the ways next month and will 
he the first vessel launched in the con 
struction program undertaken by the 
United States Maritime Commission in 
carrying out the purposes of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act of 1936. 

High speed tankers are urgently re- 
quired by the Navy as auxiliary vessels 
for fueling the fleet, 

Adm. William D. Leahy, USN, Chief of 
Naval Operations, in endorsing the de- 
sign for the new tankers, stated in a let- 
ter to the Commission that the Navy 
Department “considers that the Commis- 
sion, in encouraging the construction of 
ships of this type, is making an invalu- 
able contribution to the national defense 
in the direction of solving the vital prob- 
lem of potential fuel supply to the fleet.” 

The tankers are being constructed for 
a contract price of $3,129,667 each, of 
which the Maritime Commission is paying 
$880,250 each. The sale to the Navy of 
two of these ships is based on the contract 
price. 

The Maritime Commission’s Training 
Service, now being administered by the 
United States Coast Guard, is working 
out very smoothly, officials said this 
week, On the east coast, at Hoffman 
Island and at New London, enrollees in 
the Service are filtering in at a very de- 
siruble rate, and although accommoda- 
t'ons are not vet complete, it is expected 
that everything will be “ship-shape” early 
in 1039. 

On the West Coast, however, consid- 
erable difficulty has been encountered. 
The unions, jealous of what they feel is 
an usurpation of their power, have forbid- 
den their members to enroll in the Mari- 
t'me Service, on the penalty of losing their 
tnion cards, Rear Adm. Russell R. 
Waesche, Commuandant of the Coast 
Guard, who made an inspection trip of 
the West Coast severnl weeks ago, said 
upon his return to Washington that the 
situation with regard to maritime labor 
on the Pacific coast was very discourag- 
ing at present, but that he anticipated an 
eventual solution of the problem. 

Officials said this week that plans are 
almost complete for the establishment of 





a training station on the Gulf Coast, and 
that such an announcement would be 
forthcoming within a few weeks. It is 
rumored that the station will be built in 
the vicinity of New Orleans, near the 
Algiers Naval Station, which the Presi 
dent announced several weeks ago would 
he reopened as a feature of the new na 
tional defense plan. 

No trouble has been experienced thus 
far in getting sufficient merchant marine 
ollicer personnel to enroll in the Maritime 
Service. At Lloffman Island, N. Y., New 
London, Conn., and Government Island, 
San krancisco, the ollicer training facili- 
tles, there are already enough enrollees 
to fill the quota of licensed personnel, Of 
flicials said this week that a very good 
type of seaman are applying for enroll- 
ment, and that, although there have been 
several cases of fraudulent enlistment, 
the majority of enrollees seem honestly 
unxious to take advantage of the courses 
in seamanship open to them.

end of the fiscal year 1937 there were 9,82 
officers of all grades, (Line, Staff Corps and 
Warrant) of whom 6,340 were officers of the 
Line. During the fiscal year 1938 there has 
been a net increase, over losses, in all grades 
of 346, to a total of 10,172, of which increase 
and total, respectively, 225 and 6,565 are line 
officers. In spite of this increase, the commis- 
sioning of new vessels has resulted in a grad- 
ual decrease of allowances until, at present, 
the various units are operating with an ap- 
preciable shortage of commissioned personnel. 
This situation is further aggravated by the 
necessity of ordering personnel to new ves- 
sels some time before the decommissioning of 
such vessels as are to be replaced. 

By the Act of June 23, 1938, important 
changes were made in the basie promotion 
law for the Line of the Navy. This act ap 
plies to the Line of the Navy, exclusive of 
warrant and commissioned warrant officers, 
and to the Marine Corps, but not to the Staff 
Corps. 

The immediate effect of the above Act was 
the retention on active duty of a number of 
officers in the middle and upper grades who 
otherwise would have been retired. The 
features which permit the retention of these 
officers should serve in the future to al- 
leviate any future shortage of officers in 
the middle and upper grades, but will have 
little or no effect on the lower grades. 

Procurement of Officers 

There has been no change in the policy of 
past years of relying upon the Naval Acad 
emy as the source of supply for commissioned 
officers for the Line, and for the staff (except 
Medical, Dental and Chaplain Corps) inso- 
far as practicable. The environment, train 
ing and indoctrination of the young men at 
that institution develops a love of the Service, 
an appreciation of responsibilities to the 
Navy and to the Nation, and attributes of 
leadership that insure a high standard and 
superior military character in the graduates. 

Accordingly in the past year all officers 
commissioned in the line were graduates of 
the Naval Academy. In the Staff Corps, six 
Naval Constructors and seven Civil Engi 
neers were commissioned by transfer of offi- 
cers from the line. 

Due to the need of officers for line duties, 
however, it was not practicable to fill all 
vacancies in the Supply Corps by graduates. 
A total of 46 officers were commissioned in 
that Corps, of whom 25 were transferred 
from the line and 23 appointed from Civil life. 

Similarly, 48 Medical Officers, 16 Dental 
Officers, and 9 Chaplains were commissioned 
from Civil life. 

Shortage of Officers 

The expansion of the Navy due to commis 
sioning of new vessels and recommissioning 
of old vessels, together with the increased 
work load at shore stations which has caused 
humerous requests for additional personnel 
ashore, has resulted in a general shortage 
of officers to fill all billets. The forces afloat, 
however, have been given first consideration 
in regard to officer assignments. This situa 
tion will unquestionably continue to exist 
until the expansion has been completed and 
the shore station work load has reached 
normal, at which time the ratio of officers 
to billets should stabilize. The employment 
of Chief Petty Officers in a number of duties 
formerly performed by officers has been con 
tinued. It will be necessary to continue this 
practice for an indefinite period of time. 

The demand for officers in the aeronautical 
organization has been eased considerably by 
the employment of aviation cadets as pilots 
and gunnery observers. The effect of this 
has heen to reduce the number of commis 
sloned officer aviators aboard ships, and to 
release gunnery observers (other than avi 
ators) to general duties in combatant ships. 

Every effort has been exerted to prevent 
the “thin spread” of officers from adversely 
affecting the all around battle efficiency of 
the Fleet. 

Enlisted Increase Required 

The naval appropriation act for the fiseal 
year 1938 provided funds under “Pay, Sub- 
sistence, and Transportation” for an average 
enlisted strength of 102.500 men, and a final 
Strength at the end of the year of 105,000 as 
compared with 96,500 and 100,000 respectively 
for 1937. 

The number of enlisted personnel appro- 
priated for by the Congress for the fiscal 
year 1938 was not sufficient to maintain the 
fleet at its full efficiency and did not provide 
sufficient men to be trained for vessels to 
be commissioned upon mobilization. 

To provide sufficient men for mobilization, 
ships now in the Fleet should be fully manned 
with complements of war strength. 

Reenlistments Drop 

For the fiscal year 1938 the percentage of 
reenlistments was 72.21 per cent, as against 
81.75 per cent for 1937. This percentage may 
be expected to decrease further with the im- 
provement of economic conditions in the 
Country as a whole. 

The mission of keeping the enlisted per- 
sonnel in readiness for war has been con- 
stantly applied and special discharges re- 
stricted to a minimum. This bureau con- 
tinues to supervise time spent in hospitals

ARMY-NAVY GAME 

Today, the Army and Navy meet at 
Franklin Field, Philadelphia, before 102,- 
000 spectators in the 39th annual renewal 
of the gridiron competition between the 
service elevens.

Reenlistment Allowances 


Legislation abolishing the reenlistment 
allowance, authorized by law but not 
paid for the past five years, is to be pre- 
sented to the next Congress. The Inter 
departmental Pay Board, it is learned, 
has virtually decided to propose that the 
allowance be repealed and that funds 
which would be used for its payment be 
used for increased pay for enlisted men 
or for additional grades and ratings. The 
Navy Pay Board, which has made an in- 
dependent study of the pay situation, is 
said to have made a similar recommen- 
dation. Departmental officials hold the 
view that while there is no necessity for 
the bonus as a means of stimulating re 
enlistments, it has been a part of the com- 
pensation of enlisted men for years. 
Therefore, it is considered that it, or 
rather the funds that would be allowed 
for it, should be given to the men as 
part of their regular pay. This is under- 
stood to be what is behind the fact that 
no Service officials have recommended 
restoration of the bonus in their annual 
reports as they have in prior years. Such 
a solution of the unjust situation now 
prevailing with regard to the allowance 


would probably be satisfactory if a 
pay bill can be put through Congress.

restoration and a proposal from the In- 
terdepartmental Pay Board to increase 
enlisted pay in lieu of paying it, may be 
to weaken the fight to restore the bonus.

National Defense Program 


The one concrete revelation to reach 
the public this week in regard to the 
President's National Defense program 
was that a series of conferences have 
been held between War Department offi- 
clals and high officials of the aviation in- 
dustry. While their purpose was not an- 
nounced other than to state that it was an 
“endeavor to remove critical bottle-necks 
in industry to increase its efficiency as a 
factor in national defense,” it is under- 
stood that heavy production demands 
were nade upon the plane producers, so 
heavy in fact that grave doubts were ex- 
pressed as to their ability to step up to 
the schedules tentatively set by the ad- 
ininistration, 

Yollowing publication of news stories 
that leaders in the air industry had been 
in Washington for three days confering 
on National Defense requirements, the 
War Department on November 23 issued 
the following memorandum for the 
press:

of the meeting of War Department offi- 
cals with certain high officials of the 
aviation industry just concluded in 
Washington, the Honorable Louis John- 
son, Assistant Secretary of War, stated: 

“The meeting was one of a number 
now being conducted betweeh the War 
Department and prominent industrial of- 
fivials. The main purpose of the confer- 
ences is the endeavor to remove critical 
bottle-necks in industry, to increase its 
efficiency as a factor in national defense. 
As there is every evidence that there will 
be a marked increase in the Army's air 
program, consultation with leaders in this 
industry was 2 necessary factor in War 
Department plauning.’ 

“One result of the three days of in- 
formal meetings and discussions, Mr. 
Johnson said, was the unanimous agree- 
went and willingness of the manufac- 
turers to cooperate immediately in any 
government defense program.” 

The War Department's quotation of 
Assixiant Secretary Johnson to the effect 
that “there is every evidence that there 
will be a marked increase in the Army’s 
viv program,” and that “consultation 
with leaders in this industry was a nec- 
essary factor in War Department plan- 
ning” would indicate that there have been 
moves toward erystalization of air policy 
since (he President's momentuous confer- 
ence of two weeks ago at which time he 
coutioned news men against attempting 
specific estimates because, as he put it 
himself, no final decision had yet been 
reached. Observers put the figure at 
around 9,000, some giving double that 
number, Another surmise propounded is 
that our factories will key up to mass 
production speed, turn out as many as in- 
dustrially possible aud turn the excess 
over to the bloc of democratic nations and 
to South American nations, 

Despite the impression given by the 
War Department statement that all was 
happy in the air conferences, it is under- 
stood that there is an undertone of re- 
sentment among the industrial leaders, 
some of them going unway with the feel- 
ing that they had been threatened with 
government competition if they did not 
produce in the manner und speed demand 
despite shortages of machinery and 
skilied labor. While it is known that the 
National Youth Administration is plan- 
ning to train young men in the trades nec- 
essary to alreraft production, those with 
yeurs of experience say that these men 
will be of little value to the industry for 
some time to come. As for their being 
utilized by the government if it should 
sturt its own production, they say that 
without a basie organization of experi- 
enced, skilled labor the newcomers 
would be useless, 

Some concern is being expressed, in 
Army and air circles, over the personnel 
question for the forthcoming gigantic air 
force, In the past few years the Army 
Air Corps and the Navy's aeronautic ac- 
tivities have felt a shortage of pilots. New 
policies have been instituted offering more 
inducements for young men to enter the 
air services, Any such program as that 
being currently discus ed would call for 
many more thousands of officers as well 
as enlisted men, Whether they could all 
be trained as rapidly as the planes could 
be supplied is a question even the air- 
minded believe must be answered in the 
negative. 

Another question that has been brought 
up is that of housing facilities for the 
new aircraft. This is answered by those 
backing the program with the statement 
that modern airplanes, like modern auto- 
mobiles, can be left out in the weather 
Wwitkout harming them and that if neces- 
sury that is what will be done. 

In spite of the predominance of aircraft 
in the current public discussion of the 
new defense plans, it is definitely known 
that the administration will give consid- 
erable thought, and probably money, to 
carrying out plans for the production of 
necessary arms and armament for the rest 
of the service. Semi-automatic rifles, 
artillery, searchlights, trucks, tanks, ete., 
are known to be under consideration for 
sizeable production programs.
